Would Keep Only Union 
Electric, Illinois Power, 
Distribute Other As- 
sets — SEC Approval 
Sought. 


NEW YORK, April 18 (AP)—In 
one of the biggest corporate break- 
ups in history, the North Ameri- 
can Co., a billion-dollar holding 
company, announced today a pro- 
posal to distribute all of its hold- 
ings except the Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri and the Illinois Power 
Co. 

A three-phase dissolution pro- 
gram was filed by the company 
with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission at 3 p.m. today. 

The action was taken following 
the upholding of the “death sen- 
tence” clause of the Public Utility 
Holding Company Act by the Su- 
preme Court April 1. “ 

Plan for Distribution. 

If the program is approved by 
the SEC and carried out, the com- 
pany said, each share of North 
American common stock, in effect, 
would be converted into the fol- 
lowing: . 

“1. One transferable warrant 
providing for purchase of a ‘di- 
vestment unit’ consisting of frac- 
tional shares of the Cleveland 
Electric Illuminating Co., Wiscon- 
sin Electric Power Co., Washing- 
ton Railway and Electric Co. and 
the St. Louis County Gas Co. 

“2. One share of common stock 
of Missouri-Illinois Co. which will 
own the entire outstanding com- 
mon stock of Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri and Illinois Power Co. 

“8. One share of capita! stock of 
a new Delaware company which 
will own the other assets of North 
American not covered by the war- 
rants and not owned by Missouri- 
Illinois Co. The new Delaware 
company will not be a public atil- 
ity holding company.” 

Change of Name Proposed. 

The program called for the 
North American Co. to change its! 
name to the Missouri-Illinois 
Company. 

Under the plan, the company 
said, the North American Light 
and Power Co., an intermediate 
hotding compafiy, would be liqui- 
‘dated. Its preferred: stockholders 
would be paid off in cash at par 
and accrued dividends, and its 
common stockholders would re- 
ceive for each share four-tenths 
of a share of Missouri-Illinois Co. 


stock. 

“A third phase of the program,” 
the announcement said, “provides 
for organization of a new com- 
pany, the stock of which in due 
course would be distributed to 
North American stockholders, The 
distribution of this stock would 
be the means by which the equity 
in North American's remaining 
assets would be divided among its 
stockholders.” 

Rights to Purchase.

DUMB DAMAGES 
POLITICIANS NlGHT 
CLUBON EAST SIDE 


Early Morning Explosion 
Blasts Hole in Roof of 
Tom and Joe Lewis's 
Place.

The Cosmopolitan Club, Negro 
night spot at 1644 Bond avenue, 
East St. Louis, operated by Tom 
and Joe Lewis, whose “Republican 
Challenger Club” defeated seven 
machine politicians in the race for 
committeeman at the April 9 pri- 
mary, was bombed early today. 

' Joe Lewis was supervising the 
work of three porters cleaning up 
the place at 4:20 o'clock this morn- 
ing, he related, There was a thud 
on the roof, near the front of the 
one-story brick building, and while 
Lewis and his helpers speculated 
on the cause of the thud an ex- 
plosion blasted a hole in the roof. 

Portions of the roof and ceiling 
crashed onto the bar, upsetting 
bottles and knocking furniture 
awry. The men in the club said 
they did not hear an automobile, 

Lewis placed the damage at 
several thousand dollars, but an- 
nounced that the place would be 
open for business despite the 
damage. The blast broke six win- 
dows in two neighboring homes. 
Police found no particle of the 
bomb, but believe dynamite was 
the explosive. 

The attack was the second on 
the Cosmopolitan Club since it 
opened last Thanksgiving, and 
was not unexpected, Last month 
seven pistol shots were fired 
through the two plate glass win- 
dows, and last week the Lewis 
brothers received several warn- 
ings that their establishment 
would be bombed, Joe Lewis told 
a reporter, 

In the recent primary Tom 
Lewis challenged the political au- 
thority of Dan McGlynn, St. Clair 
county Republican boss by run- 
ning a slate of candidates in the 
22 Negro precincts in East St. 
Louis. Lewis and six of hig candi- 
dates defeated machine-backed 
men following a campaign in 
which threats were reported to 
have been passed. 

On primary day Dan McGlynn 
is reported to have stopped his 
car in front of the Cosmopolitan 
Club and sent in word to Tom 
Lewis to come out for a chat. 
Lewis stayed in the club, but the 
“Republican Challenger” sound 
truck drew up to the curb and 
the announcer loudly called atten- 
tion to McGlynn’s. presence in the 
precinct—“trying to tell us how 
tc vote.” 

Last September the Lewis 
brothers were acquitted of man- 
slaughter charges in the fatal 
shooting of George. Leflore, a 
Negro, killed in a scuffle at the 
home of another Negro. 


HANS FRANK ADMITS GUILT 
OF GERMANY THAT WILL ‘NOT 
BE ERASED IN 1000 YEARS’ 


~ |Nazi Governor of Poland 


Confesses Responsibil- 
ity, Virtually Throws 
Self on Mercy of Court 
at Nuernberg.

NUERNBERG, April 18 (AP)— 
Frank, the Nazi governor 


the international military tribunal 
today that “I feel terrible guilt 
within me” for the atrocities of 
the Nazis. 

Saying that some of these crimes 
only recently became known to 
him, Frank declared from the wit- 
ness stand: 

“Speaking from the depths of 
my emotion, after five months of 
this trial, I have gained an insight 
into what was committed in the 
way of terrible atrocities. I feel 
terrible guilt within me.” 

Speaking in a loud, clear voice, 
Frank held the court with his 
candid admissions of guilt as he 
virtually threw himself on its 
mercy. 

Admits Responsibility. 

He freely admitted the Nazi 
crimes against the Jews and his 
share of the guilt in those crimes 
—a guilt which he said would “not 
be erased in thousands of years.” 

“Did you participate in the de- 
struction of the Jews?” his attor- 
ney asked, 

“T say yes!” Frank replied. “I 
cannot allow it before my con- 
science that responsibility for this 
should be handed to small people 
alone, I never installed concen- 
tration camps for Jews but if 
Adolf Hitler turned over that 
dreadful responsibility to people of 
his, it must be mine too.” 

He said he would “bear respon- 
sibility” for the events in Poland 
during his tenure as governor but 
hedged with a claim that his au- 
thority was “extremely limited” 
and that he had no control over 
the 8.58. 

He acknowledged that he intro- 
duced ghettos in Poland and is- 
sued a decree for forced labor but 
claimed: “I was thinking of labor 
within the country to repair war 
damage.” 

He said his efforts to better the 
lot of the Poles and give them a 
share in the government had been 
thwarted. ? 

“I didn’t repeat my offer of 
resignation 14 times for nothing,” 
he asserted. 

He denied plundering Polish art 
treasures and maintained he had 
tried to safeguard them in Poland. 
He said most of them had been 
taken as “booty of war” before he 
became governor. 

Frank, who attempted suicide 
three times while in confinement, 
appeared calm and confident as he 
began his testimony. 

Knew of Dachau. 

He said he had heard of Dachau 
concentration camp when he was 
Bavarian minister of justice in 
1933. He claimed he “incurred 
criticism” when he authorized the 
investigation of the murder of a 
Munich lawyer by the §.S. 

This investigation, he said, was 
halted “on order of Hitler at Hen- 
rich Himmler’s request.” Frank 
said he offered his resignation in 
protest but that it was refused. 

Dr. Alfred Seidl, Frank’s counsel, 
had informed the tribunal that re- 
versal of its rule requiring the de- 
fendants to testify first and his 
other witnesses later would short- 
en the case. The tribunal over- 
ruled him. 

Frank said he was ashamed of 
some of the words in his diary 
which noted without remorse the 
disappearance of millions of Jews 
and expressed amusement at the 
starvation and mistreatment of 
Jews, 

He said he never received a 
full report on the destruction of 
the Warsaw Ghetto in the spring 
of 1943 and exclaimed: 

“Thank heavens, through affi- 
davits of witnesses recently, it 
has been explained that the de- 
struction was on orders of Himm- 
ler and not of the governor gen- 
eral.” 

Testifying about the German 
suppression of Gen. Bor’s ill-fated 
1944 revolt in Warsaw when Rus- 
sian guns could be heard in the 
city, Frank said: 

“The- most atrocious orders of 
vengeance came from the Reich. 
I received a letter one day in 
which Hitler demanded the de- 
portation of the entire population 


DM EDITOR SAYS 
BRITAIN TRIED T0 
WEAKEN RUSSIA 
DURING THE WAR 


Ralph Ingersoll in His 
New Book, ‘Top Se- 
cret,’ Attacks Churchill, 
Montgomery and Eisen- 
hower. 


NEW YORK, April 18 (UP)— 
Ralph Ingersoll, editor of PM, 
charged today in “Top Secret”—a 
book on his war-time experiences 
in the Army—that Britain de- 
liberately attempted to influence 
the course of the war in such a 
manner as to weaken Russia. 

Ingersoll’s book carries a bitter 


attack on British military plan- 
ning and tactics and strongly crit- 
icizes Winston Churchill, Field 
Marshal Bernard Montgomery and 
Gen. Dwight D,. Eisenhower. 

Ingersoll was drafted into the 
Army as a private and finished 
the war as a lieutenant colonel 
in the planning section of Gen. 
Omar Bradley’s staff. 

Eisenhower's Criticism, 

Ingersoll asserted that Gen. 
Eisenhower in the final weeks of 
the war sent to Washington a bit- 
ter criticism of both Montgomery 
and Churchill, accusing Montgom- 
ery of being “repeatedly guilty of 
insubordination.” 

“Kisenhower stated flatly,” In- 
gersoll said, “that he had several 
times given Montgomery more 
than enough to insure a victory 
and that, in each instance, Mont- 
gomery had failed him. 

“The supreme commander didn’t 
stop with Montgomery. At long 
last he vented his feelings about 
Churchill, and attacked Churchill 
for his direct dealings with Mont- 
gomery—his meddlesomeness and 
his continued interference outside 
of channels. For good measure, 
Eisenhower had then gone on the 
record that his deputy, Air Chief 
Marshal Arthur Tedder was use- 
less to him except as an adviser 
on air ma ot) a 

Ingersoll asserted that one of 
the most violent behind-the-scenes 
controversies of the war raged 
Lover a decision by Gen. Bradley 
to race East to join the Russians 
at the Elbe rather than moving 
straight on Berlin. He said the 
British regarded this as a deci- 
sion “which may yet leave its per- 
manent mark on Europe.” 

Churchill Cables F.D.R, 

Churchill, Ingersoll said, per- 
sonally cabled President Roose- 
velt in an effort to get him to 
divert Bradley to join Montgomery 
in a drive to capture Berlin be- 
fore the Russians could take it. 

“President Roosevelt said no,” 
Ingersoll reported, “and the war 
and the President’s life ended with 
very bad blood between the two 
great leaders of the western 
powers. Roosevelt never forgave 
Churchill for his last message— 
and Churchill never forgave 
Roosevelt for turning it down.” 

Ingersoll reported that after 
Gen, Bradley reached the Elbe 
and after Roosevelt’s death, 
Churchill went over Gen, Eisen- 
hower’s head and personally tele- 
phoned Gen, Bradley asking him 
not to withdraw. back to the

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Easter Flower Prices Blooming © 
Luxuriantly---Sky Only Ceiling 


An early spring, a late Easter 
and plenty of money in circula- 
tion have sent the price of the 


Easter corsage or potted plant 
soaring like Jack the Giant Kill- 
er’s celebrated beanstalk. 
Florists, who are not subject to 
OPA restrictions, are looking for 
their biggest season for the first 
peace-time Easter in five years, 
but fear that the supply—ade- 
quate in all but roses and orchids 
—will suffer in quality because 
many flowers will have passed 
the peak blooming period. 
Orders for orchids here proba- 
bly will exceed the supply, one 
florist said. Priees on cattleya 
orchids range from $5 to $20, de- 
pending on size, color and qual- 
ity. Gardenias, which are more 
plentiful than orchids, range from 
$1 to $3, but some florists fear 


that they will be unable to fill 


/ 


late orders. Carnations, which 
were selling for 50c a dozen two 
weeks ago, now range from $1 to 
$5. Cut lillies, a traditional Eas- 
ter demand, are selling as high 
as $12 a dozen—although the av- 
erage price is closer to $6. 

Some florists are receiving an 
unusually large number of orders 
for potted flowers, including lilies, 
hydrangeas, begonias and azaleas. 
These range from $1 to $4 a 
plant. 

One of the newer and more 
popular flowers, one florist said, 
is the cymidium, or spray orchid, 
which consists of several smaller 
flowers On a single spray and 
comes in seven shades. It also 
comes with a higher price tag 
than the better known flowers.

OWNER OF ‘HOUSE ON R STREET’ 
GETS 2 YEARS, FINED $100,000 


John Porter Monroe Sentenced in 
New York for Violating 
Textile Price Ceilings. 

NEW YORK, April 18 (AP)— 
John Porter Monroe, who figured 
in a congressional investigation 
as the owner of the “big red house 
on R street” in Washington was 
sentenced to two years in prison 
and fined $100,000 in United States 
District Court today on charges 

of textile ceiling price violation. 

Monroe, who changed his name 
from Monroe Kaplan, was con- 
victed March 29 by a jury under 
a 30-count indictment alleging con- 
spiracy and illegal sale of tex- 
tiles. The Government contended 
his activities netted him several 
hundred thousand dollars in a 
few months. 

United States Attorney John F. 
X. McGohey described Monroe as 
“a man who was not in the textile 
business but went into it delib- 
erately for the purpose of trading 
on shortages in textiles.” McGohey 
added that his son recently was 
released from the Navy and “with 
thousands of other servicemen is 
suffering from the acute shortage 
of shirts and clothing” caused by 
“the operation of black mar- 
keteers.”

NEW YORK, April 18 (AP)— 
Great Britain and the Soviet 
Union split sharply over the 
Spanish issue today in the United 


land's proposal that the United 
Nations break off relations with 
the Madrid government. 

Britain flatly opposed the Pol- 
ish demand and declared it had 
no confirmation that German 
scientists were working on new 
weapons of war under Spanish 
cover. Russia expressed complete 
disagreement with the British and 
The Netherlands view that the 
situation in Spain doés not consti- 
tute a menace to peace. 

Late today the lineup of the 
Polish proposal indicated Poland, 
Mexico, France and Russia favor 
a complete severance of relations 
with Spain; Britain and The 
Netherlands opposed such a step 
and the United States still waited 
for Poland to prove its charges 
before making up its mind. 

Brazil, China, Egypt and Aus- 
tralia remained to speak. 

Argament by Cadogan. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, stated his government’ 
case in an 18-minute speech. He 
said the British embassy in 
Madrid reported in January there 
“was no evidence whatever to 
suggest German scientists in Spain 
were engaged in scientific re- 
search on new methods of war- 
fare and we have no information 
to date which would confirm this 
allegation.” 

Cadogan told the Council that 
British official reports indicated 
all official and most of the semi- 
official German assets have been 
handed over by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment to the Allied missions in 
Madrid. 

He said there still are between 
10,000 and 12,000 Germans in 
Spain, but that most of them were 
private individuals. Only some 
2500 cases of officials, agents and 
similar Nazis have been discovered 
worthy of repatriation, he added. 
He said there are only around 150 
former German soldiers still in 
Spain. 

Reply on War Criminals. 

The British have no information 
of any.-German war criminals or 
Nazi leaders having been given 
refuge in Spain, he asserted. 

Poland charged yesterday that 
the Franco Government had given 
refuge to Nazi war criminals and 
scientists working on new weapons 
of warfare. 

“T cannot admit that the case 
so far made against the Spanish 
Government has established such 
a threat to the peace, breach of 
the peace, or act of aggression, 
and I do not therefore consider 
that it is appropriate to ask now 
for a collective severance of dip- 
lomatic relations,” Cadogan said.

TEHRAN, April 18 (UP)—Iran 
challenged the British protecto- 
rate over the oil-rich Bahrein Is- 
land in the Persian Gulf today 
and asserted that it considers th® 
island an integral part of Iran. 

The Government issued a decree 


ordering that taxes be levied on 
Bahrein oil coming to the main- 
land, 

The Bahrein issue was raised 
after the Government informed 
foreign oorrespondents that it 
would suppress any dispatches 
which it considers untrue or pre- 
judicial to the security of the 
state. 

Whether Iran proposes to raise 
the question of Bahrein’s owner- 
ship before the United Nations 
was not known, but the issue has 
long been a cause of dispute be- 
tween Iran and Britain. The case 
was brought up last in 1927 when 
Iran filed a claim to the island 
with the League of Nations. 

The oil production of Bahrein 
is shared by Standard Oil of Cali- 
fornia and the Texas Co. If ad- 
dition to oil, Bahrein—a low-lying 
sandbar 27 miles long and 10 miles 
wide—is the center of the rich 
Persian Gulf pearl industry. Bah- 
rein now is administered by an 
Arab sultanate under British pro- 
tection. 

The tax provision partly over- 
came the paradox of Iran claiming 
Bahrein yet being unable to collect 
duties on its oil. The Iranians are 
unable to collect royalties from 
Bahrein, as the Americans pay 
the sheik, but the new formula 
might enable them to levy extra

MARSHALL BACK TO SEEK 
SOLUTION ON MANCHURIA 


Mme. Chiang, Gen. Chou Greet Him at Air- 
port—Chinese Reds Capture Most 
of Changchun. 


CHUNGKING, April 18 (AP)— 
Gen. George C. Marshall, President 
Truman's special envoy to China, 
returned to Chungking today to 
make a supreme effort to bring 
peace between Chinese Commu- 
nists and Nationalist forces in 
Manchuria. 

He was greeted on his arrival by 
Mme. Chiang Kai-shek, Commu- 
nist Gen. Chou En-lai and other 
leaders of both factions. 

He told correspondents he was 
plunging immediately into the 
Manchurian and Chinese political 


problems “but I certainly won't be 
able to say anything about the 
situation until I have talked to all 
sides.” 

There was speculation among 
many Chinese political leaders that 
he bore a firm United States de- 
mand for an immediate cease-fire 
pact in Manchuria. 

With him on the final leg of his 
flight from Peiping were his wife 
and Lt. Gen. Alvan C. Gillém Jr., 
veteran Army officer who during 
Marshall's trip to Washington had 
tried unsuccessfully to end the 
Manchurian civil strife. Gillem re- 
ported to Marshall on the Man- 
churian situation during Marshall’s 
brief stopover in Peiping, then ac- 
companied him here. 

Reds Capture Hotel. 

Meanwhile, the fate of an Ameri- 
can officer and his pilot was hid- 
den by the smoke of battle in 
Changchun today as Chinese 
Communists forces captured the 
Yamato hotel, where the two had 
béen staying.

FORRESTAL TELLS 
NAVY MEN 10 S10? 
ANTHMERGER TALK 


Secretary Agrees Some 
Unification Is Needed 
—Action Against Mer- 
rill Unlikely. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal’s 
agreement that some form of uni- 
fication is desirable steered the 
merger controversy between the 
sea service and the White House 
into smoother waters today. 

Forrestal carried the peace ges 
ture still further with firm advice 
to Navy officers to pipe down 
on anti-merger “speeches or other 
propaganda” and stick to congres- 
sional committee testimony. 

Forrestal indicated, however, 
that no action is contemplated 
against R. Adm. A. 8, Merrill, 
whose comments to reporters last 
week were said by the White 
House to have prompted President 
Truman's original criticism of 
what he termed Navy lobbying. 


Forrestal gave reporters his 
ideas on emerging from a 90-min- 
ute meeting yesterday with Tru- 
man. Also present were Assistant 
Secretary John L. Sullivan and 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, chief of 
naval operations. 

Forrestal said everybody is 
agreed on the desirability for a 
better mechanism, “which means 
unification.” He added that the 
form unification should assume is 
something still to be worked out. 

Forrestal's reference to “unifica- 
tion” contrasts with the original 
Navy position that while there is 
a need for an over-all co-ordinat- 
ing structure, unification of the 
Army and Navy into a single com- 
mand is neither necessary nor 
helpful, 

The Navy delegation gave Tru- 
man its views on the question. 

Asked whether any action was 
contemplated against Adm, Mer- 
rill, Forrestal said he didn’t think 
so/ He added he had not seen 
what Merrill had said but was go- 
ing to have a look at it. 

Merrill told New Orleans re- 
porters that the merger proposal 
would establish “a single military 
dictator” and would put the Navy 
in a’ position of being out-voted 
by the Army and the Air Forces 
in questions of policy, strategy 
and finances.

UKRAINIANS BALK AT BEING 
REPATRIATED, FIGHT POLES 


Nationalist Bands Raid and Plunder Towns 
—Government Unable to Put Down 


Rebels.

SANOK, Poland, April 16 (De 
layed) —A revolt by Ukrainian 
nationalists against the Polish 
Government’s program of repatri- 
ation is gaining strength in the 
Galician counties bordering the 
Soviet frontier. Several villages 
have been burned and the county 
terrorized by Ukrainian bands in 
swift night raids from the forested 
slopes of the Carpathian Moun- 
tains. 

Polish security troops have had 
no success against the insurrec- 
tionists, Such is the sad state 
of defense that the rebels have 
brazenly conscripted men of fight- 
ing age from settlements of 
Ukrainians who chose to remain in 
Poland, and have extorted tribute 
from Polish settlements which 
hope thereby to escape destruc- 
tion. 


There is a Polish division in 
Sanok, but on the night of April 4, 
when the Ukrainians staged their 
most daring raid and burned the 
town of Bukowsko, 10 miles south- 
west of Sanok, the division com- 
mander had to confess that he 
could spare no troops. Two days 
passed before a Polish force en- 
tered Bukowsko and by that time 
the insurgents were deep in the 
forests. They had taken with 
them 500 Polish horses and nearly 
1000 head of cattle. 

The strength of the Ukrainian 
bands ig impossible to estimate 
with any accuracy. “Several 
thousands, “were the only an- 
swer I could get from Polish offi- 
cials, While the force seems to 
be composed chiefly of Ukrainians, 
including veterans of hte Galician 
S.S. (Elite Guard) division formed 
by the Germans, there are also 
many Polish and German rene- 
gades, 

They wear Polish uniforms and 
Civilian rags and are armed with 
rifles, machine guns and grenades. 
Their leadership is in doubt, Offi- 


cials believe he may be Col, Ban- 
dera, a Ukrainian traitor who 
was useful to the Germans until 
he disappeared mysteriously in 
1943. 

“These bands,” said the deputy 
governor of Rzeszow, the district 
capital, “claim that this territory 
belongs unjustly to Poland. By 
terrorizing the population § they 
seek to prevent further repatria- 
tion. They want an independent 


Ukraine — independent from Rus- | 


sia and Poland.” 


He récalled that a similar up- 
rising had been suppressed by Po- 
land after the first world war. He 
said there was meager evidence of

Truman pro- 
posed in a message to Hoover 
that he return to the United States 
before going to the Orient. 

Truman and Hoover will go on 
the air tomorrow night at 7 
o'clock St. Louis time, to tell the 
world of hunger conditions in va- 
rious lands. The White House said 
this apparently would be the first 
time a president and former pres- 
ident had appeared on the same 
radio program. Hoover will speak 
from overseas. The program will 
continue for 30 minutes. Secretary 
of Agriculture Anderson and 
UNRRA Director LaGuardia will 
speak with Truman ‘from the 
White House. 

The President’s message to 
Hoover went out as a British- 
Canadian deadlock over ways to 
ease the world food crisis held up 
an order putting the United States 
on a diet of 25 per cent less bread 
and flour. 

Message to Hoover. 

The text of the message to Hoo- 
ver: 

“An urgent need has developed 
in this country to bring forcibly 
and dramatically to public atten- 
tion, as a spur to the food-for- 
famine effort, the facts about con- 
ditions In Europe which your visit 
and inquiries have brought to 
light. 

“Therefore, I wish to suggest the 
advisability of your return to the 
United States immediately after 
completion of the engagement in 
Cairo, in order to bring directly 
home to the American people your 
eyewitness account of the neces- 
sity for greater assistance from 
this country. 

“This would make your trip to 
India, China and Japan, by way 
of the United States. 

“The Famine Emergency Com- 
mittee in session yesterday with 
representatives of the Government 
departments concerned, including 
the departmei.ts of State, Agricul- 
ture and Commerce, felt that with 
only 75 days left in the current 
phase of the famine relief pro- 
gram, nothing should be left un- 
done that can increase public re- 
sponse in ways to draw more 
wheat from the farms and to save 
more food in homes and eating 
places. Arrangements would be 
made for a large meeting in New 
York City and for others else- 
where.” 

Appeals to Farmers. 

Truman also appealed to farm- 
ers, grain co-operatives and other 
handlers of wheat to help make 
the “wheat certificate plan” work 
and get the grain from farms to 
ships. 

The plan will permit farmers to 
obtain certificates for delivery of 
grain but receive pay for it at 
some later date at the price then 
in effect. 

In a telegram to N. W. Thatch- 
er, president of the National Fed- 
eration of Grain Co-operatives, St. 
Paul, Truman said: 

“I want all farmers in ‘the 
Northwest and in the nation to 
know that their government is 
earnestly backing the program of 
sending wheat abroad to help 
those peoples who now are facing 
the dangers of mass famine, The 
wheat certificate plan, if widely 
accepted by farmers, can become 
a powerful instrument in getting 
wheat off the farms into ships 
for export. 

“I am strongly for this plan. It 
is carefully drawn to safeguard 
the interests of the wheat growers. 
Now that it has been adopted, I 
ask all farmers who hold wheat 
and all grain co-operatives and 
other handlers to give their in- 
dividual and collective help in 
making it work out in practice to 
produce the actual wheat that is 
so deeply needed. All those who 
give that help wil] earn the grati- 
tude of hungry people in many 
lands.”

3 UNIVERSITIES IN MISSOURI 
TO AID IN ATOMIC RESEARCH 


Twenty-four midwestern univer- 
sities, including Washington, St. 
Louis and Missouri universities, 
will co-operate in operation of 
atomic physics research labora- 
tories of the Army’s Manhattan 
district in and near Chicago, it 
Was announced today by Wash- 
ington University. 

Plans call for participating in- 
stitutions to send to Chicago, on 
short-term leave, faculty members 
and selected graduate students 
who will conduct studies of many 
phases of atomic physics, includ- 
ing energy, bio-physics, biology, 
medicine and chemistry.

RETAIL CEILINGS 
ON REFRIGERATORS 
RAISED 4 PER CENT 


Intended to Offset Higher 
Output Costs—Increase 
for Manufacturers. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—OPA today raised retail price 
ceilings on new refrigerators by 4 
per cent over March, 1942, levels 
to offset higher production costs. 
The agency granted manufactur- 
ers an 8 per cent increase, which 
it said will be reflected in full at 
retail. 

The retail price boost is less on 
a percentage basis than the manu- 
facturers’ increase because the 
latter adjustment is being passed 
on in the exact dollar-and-cent 
amount rather than on a mark-up 
basis. 

The 8 per cent increase allowed 
manufacturers is the first indus- 
try-wide price boost granted the 
industry since the end of the war, 
OPA said. It reflects all labor and 
material cost increases allowable 
under the new wage-price policy, 
the agency said.

The detail of putting into work- 
able form the proposed program 
for taxing individual salaries and 
corporation incomes as a means 
of increasing city revenue has 
been left to the Aldermanic Ways 
and Means Committee, Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann announced 
today.

He pointed out that if the city 
income tax bill is adopted, the 
amount of the tax would be de- 
ductible in both State and Federal 
income returns. 


A person whose salary is $2000 
a year, the Mayor said, would be 
taxed only $10 under the proposal. 
Those whose salaries are $3000 
would pay a tax of $15. For this 
amount, he added, the average 
householder would receive rubbish 
hauling service and an expanded 
rat control program. He estimat- 
ed the average householder at 
present pays $10 a year for rub- 
bish collection. 

Under the Mayor’s tax proposal, 
which he announced Tuesday in 
his annual message to the first 
meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men for the 1946-47 session, an 
estimated $7,500,000 would . be 
added to the city’s revenue.

Office of Price Administration 
investigators today were checking 
recent meat purchases by Hotel 
Chase to determine whether any 


OPA beef slaughtering or ceiling 
price regulations had been vio- 
lated after 20 quarters of unin- 
spected beef were found in the 
hotel’s refrigerator yesterday by 
city food inspectors. 

The beef, totaling about 2000 
pounds and bearing neither fed- 
eral nor city inspection stamps, 
was found by George F. Reeves, 
head of the food control section 
of the city health division, on a 
routine inspection of the hotel. 
He said it was the largest quan- 
tity of uninspected meat found in 
one location in recent months. 

Reeves said the hotel will be 
charged with possession of un- 
inspected meat. Joseph L. Jones, 
hotel manager, posted $500 bond 
as representative of the corpora- 
tion for appearance in _ police 
court next Thursday. 

Reeves said the beef, although 
“obviously quite fresh and in good 
condition,” was tagged condemned 
and left at the hotel for disposal 
by the owners as animal feed. It 
can not be used for human food, 


he said. Reeves said that Jones! 


told him the meat had been pur- 
chased from a farmer. 

In ordering an investigation of 
the hotel’s meat purchases, W. F. 
Murrell, attorney in charge of the 
OPA food enforcement division 
here, said his office was inter- 
ested in the source of the beef 
and the purchase price. If it is 
determined the meat was shipped 
in interstate commerce, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture agents will be 
called in, he said, as it is a vio- 
lation of federal law to ship meat 
across state lines unless it was 
federally inspected. 

Murrell pointed out that since 
April 1 custom slaughterers who 
kill and dress cattle on order must 
be registered with the OPA and 
have a slaughter quota. This reg- 
ulation, he said, was instituted as 
a “stop-gap” measure pending the 
restoration of full wartime con- 
trols on slaughterers. 

Another arrest for possession of 
uninspected meat was made today 
after City Inspector Paul Mace re- 
ported he found two quarters of 
beef without federal or city stamps 
at the grocery and meat market 
of Alfred Frank at 4906 Laclede 
avenue. Frank was released on 
bond and ordered to appear next 
Thursday in Police Court.

INCREASE FAVORED 


BY FACT- FINDERS 


Changes in Working 
Rules Also Recom- 
mended for 200,000 


Engineers, Trainmen. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—An emergency fact-finding 


board recommended to President 
Truman today a 16-cent hourly 
wage increase. It recommended 
also changes in working rules for 
more than 200,000 railroad engi- 
neers and trainmen employed by 
300 railroads. 

The workers, members of the 
Brotherhoods of Engineers and 
Trainmen, had asked for a 25 per’ 
cent pay rise, approximately 30, 
cents an hour. 

Alvanley Johnston, president 
the Engineers, said the findings 
“are far short of demands made’ 
by the unions” and questioned 
whether the recommended 16-cent 
pay increase is the maximum al- 
lowable under the _ stabilization 
program. General chairmen of the 
Engineers and Trainmen will meet 
at Cleveland April 25 to vote on 
the board’s findings. 

The board’s findings were made 
public at the White House. The 
three-man panel was headed by 
Leif Erickson, former Montana 
Supreme Court Justice. ; 

The board found that evidence 


ishowed that the engineers and’ 


trainmen were entitled to the 16- 
cent hourly increase to compen- 
sate for higher living costs. It 
calculated that the 1I6-cent boost 
amounted to an 18 per cent in- 
crease over the January 1941 pay 
rates and represented the maxi- 
mum amount allowable under the 
wage-price formula. 

The two brotherhoods, insisting 
that working rule changes be con- 
sidered along with wages, refused 
to agree to arbitration of the wage 
dispute alone. Fifteen non-operat- 
ing brotherhoods and three operate 
ing unions accepted this arbitra- 
tion. The report in their case also 
was for a 16-cent increase. Dis 
satisfied with this award, the 
brotherhoods have demanded an 
additional 14-cent increase. The 
railroads are seeking approval of 
a 25 per cent increase in freight 
rates to cover the 16-cent rise. 

The award parallelled similar 
increases made April 3 for about 
85 per cent of the country’s rail 
workers, represented by 15 non- 
operating brotherhoods and three 
operating brotherhoods. These 
were arbitration awards and bind-

today legislation to give veterans 
top: priority in the purchase of 
government-owned surplus prop- 
erty. 

At present, veterans have the 
third priority after federal 
agencies and states, counties and 
municipalities. House members 
have charged that under this ar- 
rangement veterans have not been 
getting their share of surplus 
goods, 

The bill passed today would 
place the veteran on a par with 
federal agencies. It would com- 
pel the surplus property officials 
to set aside a certain percentage 
of goods available for the exclu- 
sive sale to veterans, who would 
have 15 days in which to exercise 
their priority. Since the Senate 
recently passed a similar bill, the 
two measures now will go to con- | 
ference.

WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—Bituminous coal operators noti- 
fied Secretary of Labor Schwel- 
lenbach today they were going 
home after waiting nine days for 
resumption of contract negotia- 
tions with the United Mine Work- 
ers.

CATALPAS PLANTED | 
60 YEARS AGO USED 
FOR GARDEN FENCE 


A part of the fence around a 
new box garden, a display of 
shrubs used for hedges and bor- 
ders now being prepared at the 
Missouri Botanical Gardens Arbo- 
retum at Gray Summit, is being 
constructed from the wood of rela- 
tively rare western catalpa trees 
planted 60 years ago .at Union, 
Mo., August P. Beilmann, arbore- 
tum manager, disclosed in an ar- 
ticle in the garden’s April bulletin. 

When Remegius Leber of Union 
decided to plant the trees to form 
a proper setting for the beer gar- 
den which he later opened, he had 
to try three times before they 
took root, Beilmann said. Even 
after the successful third attempt 
they had to be watered for two 
years. 

The trees in due course reached) 
a height of 40 feet and a diameter 
of 18 inches. However they be- 
came “violently disliked by neigh- 
bors because the annual crop of 
caterpillars heedlessly cropped 
down the neckband of many a 
shirt and shirtwaist.” { 

Last year the Pacific Voluntee 
Fire Department acquired the lot 
to erect a fire house and agreed 
to give some of the logs to the 
garden for the arboretum fence.

Small asserted in a statement that 
every citizen -“has a definite 
stake” in the shutdown because 
eventually the output of automo- 
biles, houses, refrigerators and 
other scarce goods will be hit. 

Secretary of the Interior J. A. 
Krug, in his capacity as solid 
fuels administrator, reported that 
28,000,000 tons of soft coal have 
been ldést since John L. Lewis 
called his 400,000 bituminous min- 
ers out of the pits April 1. 

Small said reconversion was suf- 
fering “a setback which will 
steadily grow worse day by day,” 
and added that “scores of plants 
are down because of lack of fuel.” 

Some railroads may be forced to 
curtail service in the next two 
weeks, Small said, steel production 
is dropping steadily and about 15 
small brick plants essential to the 
housing program have been closed, 

The country would lose 750,000 
tons of steel ingots this month, 
even at current operating rates, 
he said, but mills already are plan- 
ning to bank furnaces and coke 
to use part of their coal supplies 
ovens.

Poll Indicates Even Split 
Ameng Republicans — 
Major Fight Over 
Amendments. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—A margin of 12 to 18 votes in 


favor of the $3,750,000,000 British 
loan was predicted today by ad- 
ministration aids in the Senate. 

The forecast was based on an 
informal and _ tentative count 
which indicated the 40 Republican 
members would split about even 
on the proposal. That estimate 
checked with the Republicans’ 
own appraisal as debate on the 
measure entered its second day. 

Administration forces conceded 
privately they might have a 
harder task in preventing amend- 
ment of the bill. Amendment 
would necessitate new consulta- 
tions with the British. 

Senator Stanfill (Rep.), Ken- 
tucky, told the Senate today that 
after a lot of “mental torture” he 
was going to vote for the loan 
because “in this atomic age we 
may not have any other friend” 
but Britain. 

He proposed, however, that in- 
terest on veterans’ loans made by 
the Government be reduced to the 
2 per cent the British will be ex- 
pected to pay on their borrow- 
ings after 1951. 

In closing the first day of de- 
bate yesterday, Senator Stewart 
(Dem.), Tennessee, said he felt 
“very, very kind” toward the 
British and disliked to mention 
that “they still owe us a few bil- 
lion dollars from the last war.” 

He called the current ' proposal 
“a gift rather than a loan” and 
expressed the belief that “Great 
Britain does not need the money. 
If any loan is made, he said, it 
should be “on a sound basis” 
backed by securities and repay- 
ments. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, demanded that foreign 
lending — outside the proposed 
credit to Britain—“be definitely 
geared” to support of the Yalta 
and Fotsdam agreements. 

Vandenberg spoke after Major- 
ity Leader Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, said that the British loan 
was the only foreign loan the Ad- 
ministration expects to submit to 
Congress. 

“So far as is now anticipated,” 
Barkley said, “any other loans will 
be made through the Export-Im- 
port Bank.” 

Vandenberg asked whether new 
controls should not be put on the 
bank to assure that it will not 
“exercise independent fiscal judg- 
ment without regard to higher 
policies.” 

Vandenberg said newspaper dis- 
patches indicated the Polish pro- 
visional government was default- 
ing on the Yalta and Potsdam 
agreements for free elections and 
a free ballot in Poland. 

If that should be demonstrated 
to be true, he declared, it should 
“stand as a barrier” to any loan 
to the present Polish vernment. 

Vandenberg said he hoped the 
bank would make no loans with- 
out “consultation at a high level.” 

Barkley said that the bank 
when considering a loan would 
certainly give study to the ques- 
tion of the “good faith” of a gov- 
ernment in carrying out its obli- 
gations. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
the bank already had made a 
“small loan” to Poland for pur- 
chase of cotton, 

Indications are that the Senate 
will not get around to voting on 
proposed amendments to the Brit- 
ish lending agreement before the 
middle of next week.

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PRICE CONTROL 
DENOUNCED BY 
NAM. CHAIRMAN 


U. S. Fiscal Policies Also 
Criticized by Ira Mosh- 
er as Roadblocks to 
Prosperity. 


———EEE 


Government price controls and 
fiscal policies were denounced last 
night as “roadblocks to prosper- 
ity” at the concluding session of 
a business and industrial confer- 
ence conducted by the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 
Speakers at a dinner at Hotel 
Statler were Ira Mosher, the as- 
sociation’s board chairman, and 
Harold Fleming, business writer 
for the Christian Science Monitor. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion is holding up production and 
fostering inflation, Mosher con- 
tended. “If the American public 
sees to it that its Government re- 
moves price controls on manu- 
factured articles, production will 
start fast and smother inflation,” 
he said. 

Asked what he thought of the 
House vote to limit extension of 
OPA to nine months, Mosher at 
an afternoon press conference re- 
plied, “I would like to see OPA 
off in 30 minutes, but nine months 
instead of 12 months is that 
much to the good.” 


Cites Planned Expansion. 


A Missouri employer wants to 
expand his production force by 
400 to 500 workers, but he already 
has produced his full OPA quota 
of 
grade and is not permitted to 
market more of these units, 
Mosher stated. He withheld the 
name of the employer. 

Fleming argued that price con- 
trol policies are the work of “in- 
tellectual crusaders” who are hos- 
tile to business. “OPA is an at- 
tractive place for youngsters out 
of college, but not for people with 
business background and expe- 
rience,” he declared, adding that 
an important factor is “low pay 


and no future” in OPA work. 

He predicted that the present 
sellers’ market, both for goods and 
labor, will continue “indefinitely,” 
with manufacturers having to 
worry about getting labor and 
materials rather than customers. 
“The day has come when indus- 
trial relations have become more 
important than selling,” he con- 
tinued, declaring that* industry 
will have, to pay a great deal 
more attention to negotiations 
with unions and to public rela- 
tions. 

Mosher urged federal legislation 


to make collective bargaining 
agreements equally binding on 
unions and management and to 
require unions to comply with 
anti-trust laws. He also advocated 
a halt to Government deficit 
spending. 

Participating with Mosher in 
the press conference were M. M. 
Anderson, vice president of the 
Aluminum Co. of America: Arthur 
G. Drefs, president of McQuay- 
Norris Manufacturing Co. and 
William M. Rand, president of 
Monsanto Chemical Co. 


Urges Abolition of Controls, 


In urging abolition of price con- 
trols, Mosher said he could see 
no reason to except rent ceilings, 
but Drefs advocated retention of 
controls on rents, provided that 
adjustments are made to cover 
increased costs for janitorial 
services, fuel and other factors. 

Anderson said inadequate pro- 
ductivity of labor is a problem in 
a number of the _ construction 
trades, and is lower than it should 
be in manufacturing. “Productiv- 
ity will rise,” he said, “but not as 
long as the Government keeps us 
unsettled.” 

Asked if war veterans presented 
any serious labor difficulties, 
Rand said seniority vresented a 
problem. To utilize skills acquired 
in service and at the same time 
satisfy union seniority require- 
ments is difficult, he said, adding 
that some veterans have trouble 
adjusting themselves to factory 
routine. 

Drefs said veterans who never 
had a job before, and as a result 
lack experience and seniority pro- 
tection, present a serious problem, 
“This group calls for a great 
amount of educational work,” he 
stated, “Unemployment compensa- 
tion may seem more attractive 
than work to such men.”

Wallace B. Hunt, owner of a 
parking lot at 104 South Broad- 
way, testified that the wife of 
Vernon Conway, his helper, told 
him that her husband’s life had 
been threatened by someone who 
had called him on the telephone, 
and that Conway had been warned 
not to testify against John Mc- 
Gough, 803 Chestnut, who is 
charged with attempted larceny 
of an automobile, 

Hunt testified Conway called 
for help when he saw McGough 
enter an automobile March 21, 
which was parked on the lot, and 
that McGough fled, but was cap- 
tured by police five minutes later.

WASHINGTON, April 18 (UP) 
—Britain is protesting “lustily” 
because Trans-World Airways 
(TWA) and Italian interests have 
contracted to operate an airline | 
in Italy, a State Department | 
source said today. : 

He intimated there was some 
question just when the airline 
would begin operations because 
Britain seems to have “scared” 
the Italians. 

Britain’s objection is that there 
is no place in the operation for 
British Overseas Airways Corp., 
which presumably foresees a time 
when the Italian line will be fun- 
neling traffic to TWA’s interna- 
tional routes, but not to BOAC’s. 

The official denied that there 
was any secret British-American 
agreement under which the two 
countries were to have shared in 
any Italian air enterprise. He said 
Britain told the American dele- 
gates to the Bermuda aviation 
conference in January it would | 
like to participate in any domes- 
tic airline set up in Italy, but the 
United States made no commit- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, TWA went ahead 
with its own negotiations to set 
up the new Linee Aeroe Italiane. 
TWA holds a 40 per cent share in 
the line, the remainder being held | 
by Italian interests. 

Under the arrangement, TWA 
holds routes designed to capture 
the cream of Italy’s internal air 
traffic.

BOSTON, April 18 (AP)—The 
American Baseball Guild, in the 
process of being organized by Rob- 
ert Murphy, a Boston labor rela- 
tions counsel, to bargain for its 
members with major and minor 
league clubs, today was greeted 
with silence by the managements 
of the Boston Red Sox and the 
Braves. 

Both Eddie Collins and John 
Quinn, the general managers of 
the Red Sox and the Braves, re- 
spectively, refused to comment 
about Murphy’s plan to organize 
a majority of players on those 
clubs and then represent them for 
collective bargaining. 


Murphy, a Harvard law school 
graduate and former National La- 
bor Relations Board examiner, ex- 
plained that the American Base- 
ball Guild’s aims were “to right 
the injustices of professional base- 
ball and to give a square deal to 
the players by giving them free- 
dom of baseball contracts, provid- 
ing for arbitration of salary dis- 
putes, making provisions for se- 
curity and insurance and the 
rights to receive a percentage of 
their sale prices.” 

He declared that membership 
cards already have been signed by 
“many players” and that his or- 
ganization had been recorded with 
the Boston city clerk’s office, 
which covers all of Suffolk coun- 
t 


y. 

Murphy refused to list the play- 
ers who have signed guild mem- 
bership cards or their club affili- 
ations. “That would be a viola- 
tion of the Wagner Act,” he point- 
ed out. 

After leaving the Labor Rela- 
tions Board in 1942, Murphy said 
he has represented from 40 to 50 
firms in labor dealings. 

When questioned about the pro- 
posed players’ union today, Sam 
Breadon, president of the Cardi- 
nals, said: “I don’t know a thing 
about it.”

Big Four Sits Down 


With Union for First

AKRON, O., April 18. 


HE CIO United'Rubber Workers have set a mark for the auto 
Without a strike, they have established an 
entering wedge for industry-wide bargaining in the rubber indus- 


try and won an hourly raise of 18% cents, 12 cents of it retroactive 


to Nov. 1. 


Mot only has the industry been 
saved a crippling strike but the 
rubber workers, unlike 175,000 
auto workers, still have their war- 
time savings. Nor is their union 
torn by the internal recrimina- 
tions which have developed among 
the auto workers because of the 
General Motors strike. 

For the first time, the Big Four 
of the rubber industry—Firestone, 
Goodyear, Goodrich and United 
States Rubber—sat down with the 
union. They achieved through col- 
lective bargaining in 11 days the 
basic economic results that took 
113 days to reach in the costly 
General Motors strike. They ad- 
justed’ their differences without 
harsh words or hard feelings al- 
though a genera! strike was in the 
offing if an agreement was not 
reached. 


Others Falling in Line. 


Other companies are falling in 
line with the Big Four agree- 
ment, which pertains only to 
wages and hours. Such questions 
as wage inequities, seniority, 
maintenance of membership, 
check-offs and working condi- 
tions are to be resolved in sepa- 
rate contracts on a plant-to-plant 
basis. They are now in process 
of negotiation. 

The agreement, reached March 
2, covers 100,000 production work- 
ers in 41 plants throughout the 
country. It sets a wage-pattern 
for the rubber industry, which em- 
braces another 87,000 unionized 
workers and is regarded as a 
possible forerunner of broader in- 
dustry-wide pacts. 

As in most negotiations, each 
side gained something and each 
side lost something. The union 
wanted a 30-cent increase; a basic 
30-hour week with time and a 
half for overtime and Saturday 
work. It urged a 10-cent-an-hour 
differential in favor of night 
shift workers; double time for 
work performed on Sunday and 
six designated national holidays, 
and straight time for holidays not 
worked. 

It compromised on an 18%-cent 
fncrease which was 6% cents 
better than any previous offer 
made by- any company and 
double time for Sunday and holi- 
day work. Twelve cents of the 
general wage increase, which fol- 
lowed the pattern of the previous 
steel, Ford and Chrysler settle- 
ments, were made retroactive to 
Nov. 1. The increases amount to 
about $40,000,000 annually. 


Renegotiation Provision 

Provision was made that dur- 
ing the one-year life of the agree- 
ment the general wage scale may 
be renegotiated on a Big Four 
basis if warranted by general eco- 
nomic conditions or conditions in 
the rubber industry. The compa- 
nies agreed to handle claims of 
wage inequities at various plants 
as expeditiously as possible. 

The union did not succeed in 
establishing a standard 30-hour 
week for the industry, nor did it 
gain representation in the agree- 
ment for plant protection workers, 
office employes and service sta- 
tion workers. The companies, 
which sought a “leveling off” of 
conditions, agreed that at plants 
where better conditons than rep- 
resented in the agreement pre- 
vailed those arrangements should 
remain in effect. 

Union Responsibility. 

Recognition of union responsi- 
bility was expressed in the agree- 
ment as follows: 

“In ratifying this settlement of 
the seven-point wage and hour 
program each local union recog- 
nizes that a high level of wages 
can be maintained only by main- 
taining a high level of produc- 
tivity. 

“The union and its members 


will co-operate in attaining such’ 


a level of productivity as is con- 
sistent with the health and wel- 
fare of the employes. The union 
and its members will seek to as- 
sist in effectuating economies and 
the utilization of improved 
methods and machinery.” 

The approach to industry-wide 
bargaining even on a relatively 
limited scale, was accomplished 
with a great deal of difficulty 
only after both sides had subordi- 
nated individual differences to a 
common objective. That it was 
accomplished at all marks a new 
step in collective bargaining in 
the complex rubber industry, in 
contrast to the “skull-cracking” 
era of 1936. 

The four companies, which 
dominate the industry, not only 
are in fierce competition with 
different production methods, but 
held divergent views on policy 
and labor-management relations. 
The unicn locals were split 
sharply on ‘wage questions al- 
though the rubber workers are 
not divided from top to bottom 
by political factions as in the 
case of the auto workers. 


Difference In Hours. 
The chief difficulty in the ne- 


gotiations was the fact that half|_ 


of the 100,000 workers are on 4 
six-hour day, 36-hour week while 
the others are on an eight-hour 
day, 40-hour week. The big Akron 
locals, whose members work a 
six-hour day, were insistent on 
time and a half for Saturday to 
equalize the “take home pay” of 


the eight-hour employes at other 
plants. The companies refused to 
consider this premium rate. The 
international union officers were 
faced with a delicate task in in- 
ducing the six-hour workers to 
modify their demands. 

Another problem arose from dif- 
ferent rates of pay at widely 
scattered plants which include 
tire and tube plants, mechanical 
rubber goods factories, boot and 
shoe plants and rubber sundries 
factories. This gave rise to di- 
vergent wage-increase demands 
which had to be reconciled. 

Locals from areas where other 
industries pay a relatively high 
night bonus wanted a bigger night 
shift allowance. In other places 
the locals wanted to take ad- 
vantage of every item of cost and 
get more of a general wage in- 
crease instead of an increased 
night rate, which benefits only 
those working the night shifts. 


Varied Earnings. 

Working out of wage inequities 
at the plants is complicated be- 
cause of the difference in earn- 
ings between piece-work workers 
and hourly-rated employes. Most 
of the production workers are on 
a piece-work basis, unlike the 
auto industry. Some are paid ac- 
cording to efficiency, based on 
time study operations, while oth- 
ers are paid for completed opera- 
tions. The new hourly wage in- 
crease is added to their earnings. 
But hourly-rated men, such as 
boilermakers, electricians and ma- 
chinists, are seeking upward re- 
visions to place them on a parity 
with the piece workers. 

The union began last September 
seeking to negotiate on an indus- 
try-wide basis; it shifted after a 
month to seek agreements on a 
company-by-company basis when 
no progress had been reached and 


‘then returned to its industry-wide 


tactics when it become apparent 
no one company wanted to com- 
mit itself ahead of the others. At 
one time it planned to strike the 
companies, one at a time, but it 
did not become necessary to reach 
a decision as to the first victim. 

Through shirt-sleeve diplomacy 
on both sides, the ii-day final 
negotiations began at*the May- 
flower Hotel, Washington, Feb. 
19. Both management and union 
participants told the writer the 
United States Conciliation Service 
had nothing to do with them al- 
though conciliators were permit- 
ted as observers at their request. 
The agreement was signed two 
days before the union planned to 
strike the Big Four. 

While the repercussions of the 
General Motors strike and the 
wage pattern set in steel and the 
Chrysler and Ford plants. ex- 
pedited the wage compromise in 
the rubber industry it would be 
an over-simplification to say that 
it was the determining factor in 
the consummation of the nego- 
tiations. They were unprecedented 
in an industry whose contracts 
have hitherto been on a plant-to- 
plant basis. 


For Good of All. 

“We had our differences of 
opinion,” said Leland Stanford 
Buckmaster, mild-mannered presi- 
dent of the rubber workers, “but 
we had sense enough to resolve 
those differences and to work to- 
gether for the good of all. It was 
a good example of what men can 
do when they submerge personal 
interests and really work together. 

“No one of us on either side of 
the table wants to claim credit 
for a job well done. Let’s just say 
it was a job done in honesty and 
decency by two groups of men 
who wanted to be of service to a 
lot of other human beings.” 

Effectiveness of the agreement 
is now being put to the test. Both 
management and labor have 
adopted a policy of watchful wait- 
ing to determine whether it will 
lead to more extensive agreements 
or pass into the limbo of aban- 
doned industrial relationship ex- 
periments, The industry, saved a 
general strike, has had no serious 
work stoppages during the recon- 
version period although it has ex- 
perienced sporadic departmental 
stoppages. 

Watched By UAW: 

It will be watched with interest 
by the auto workers, whose ex- 
ecutive board is meeting currently 
in Chicago. Industry-wide bar- 
gaining in the automotive indus- 
try, which has seasonal lapses not 
experienced by the rubber indus- 
try, is one of the avowed objec- 
tives of Walter P. Reuther, new 
president of that union. It has 
been indicated he will have stiff 
opposition. 

Reuther, who directed the Gen- 
eral Motors strike, in seeking to 
open negotiations with that cor- 
poration last Aug. 18 requested 
Charles E. Wilson, president of 
the company, to take the initiative 
in calling an industry-wide con- 
ference for the purpoS8e of estab- 
lishing a uniform wage pattern.

used to clamor loudly that access to oil was the only Soviet objective,

As contended from the first by 
American experts, the true Soviet 
objective has proved to be capture 
of the Iranian Government itself. 
These facts, it must be added, are 
considerably more important than 
the goings on in the Security 
Council. 

It is true that the American 
delegation was decidedly dis- 
tressed last week when the Brit- 
ish delegate to the Council, Sirf 
Alexander Cadogan, agreed to 
putting off the present session 
of the Council to this Monday 
instead of last Thursday. 


It is true also that, if the ses- 
sion had been held last Thursday, 
the Soviet Ambassador Sadchikov 
at Tehran would not have had 
time to bludgeon Premier Qavam 
into withdrawing the Iranian ap- 
peal to the United Nations. 


It is true, finally, that, if Qavam 
had not yielded to Sadchikov, it 
would have been much easier to 
handle the Russian motion to 
drop the Irantan case. But such 
points are subsidiary to the main 
issue, which is whether Iranian 
independence can be maintained. 


Battle of Tehran. 


A naked diplomatic struggle 
has been in progress for weeks in 
Tehran. On one side has been the 
United States Ambassador, Wal- 
lace Murray, and, after he fell ill, 
his subordinates, who have desper- 
ately tried to encourage the inde- 
pendence of Premier Qavam. On 
the other side. has been Soviet 
Ambassador Sadchikov, who has 
equally desperately tried to break 
Qavam down. 

As previously revealed, Sadchi- 
kov has been able to employ pres- 
sure weapons not available to the 
American Embassy, in the form 
of Soviet-sponsored movements 
within Iran. 

Qavam’s great estates are in the 
north, under the control of the 
rebels in Azerbaijan. His per- 
sonal interests, as well as those 
of the Iranian Government, de- 
mand a settlement with the Azer- 
baijan separatists. The rebels in 
Azerbaijan now have an army of 
many thousands, armed and hast- 
ily trained by the Soviet troops.

$18,700 in taxes that need not have been incurred.

I read in your paper how William 
H. Bryan of OPA answered Representa- 
tive Walter C. Ploeser’s statement on 
black market meat in St. Louls. Lama 
meat salesman, working for a legitimate 
packing company that is slowly going 
out of business because of OPA regula- 
tions.

It is a known fact among the meat 
men in St. Louls that 95 per cent of 
the beef being sold over the counter is 
black market. No legitimate packer can 
kill beef without losing his shirt. 

Now that pork is getting very scarce, 
dealers tell me they can get the choice 
cuts from “Mr. Black Market.” 

I am afraid Mr. Bryan’s agency is 
very much asleep or doesn’t care what 
is actually going on in the meat busi- 
ness. Dealers are telling salesmen that 
beef is costing them from 9 to 17 cents 
above ceiling price. 

To put legitimate beef on the market 
would require a rise of 5 to 7 cents in 
prices. The OPA thinks this would 
cause inflation, yet 95 per cent of all 
beef is being sold for 9 to 17 cents above 
wholesale ceiling price, and Lord knows 
how much above retail ceiling price. 
What do you call that, OPA?

A New Attack on Slums 


As a principle, the proposed minimum-stand- 
ards housing bill well deserves its sponsorship by 
the Plan Commission, Mayor Kaufmann and 
Alderman Nichols. For it is a part of an attack 
on a very serious and tough problem. 

St. Louis in 1940 had 86,000 substandard 
dwellings—structures in serious need of major 
repairs or lacking such elementary amenities as 
indoor baths and toilets, sometimes even running 
water. Meanwhile, the condition has become 
worse. With each passing year, it intensifies 
troubles from fire, disease, delinquency, rats 
and the heavy community costs of fighting them. 
Attacking substandard housing is so reasonable, 
therefore, that the wonder is it comes so late. 

As far as they go, the Nichols bill standards 
are surely within reason: windows occupying at 
least 10 per cent of the wall area in each room, 
running water, sink and water closet for each 
family, improvement of deficient heating facili- 
ties. Someone should justify the omission of pri- 
vate bathtubs. Otherwise, however, the bill 
should, with one addition, eliminate a broad 
range of below-tolerable living conditions. 

The addition is important. The city should 
also be far more diligent than ever before in 
enforcing its general ordinances against rubbish 
and filth and against structural inadequacy and 
decay. The whole creed must be: Clean, im- 
prove, safen, up to minimum standards of tolera- 
tion—otherwise demolish. Then, and only then, 
can a new standards ordinance be more than a 
puny attack on a big trouble which does not 
yield to partial attack. 

As in rat control, too, enforcement is still a 
wide-open question. Given the requisite dili- 
gence, the code should be administered by a 
regularly constituted branch of the city govern- 
ment under civil service. The people should 
demand diligence or new officials. Granted that 
diligence is fundamental, then, what need is 
there for an appeals board drawn from real 
estate men, architects, builders and building op- 
erators? When the minimum standards are 
drawn so specifically, what place has such an 
agency? Does it not exactly parallel the finally 
abandoned idea of a restaurant-men board to 
rule on appeals from the restaurant ordinance? 

These questions of mechanics surmounted, as 
they can be, real benefits can be expected from 
the application of minimum standards. The obvi- 
ous one is abatement of the cancerous slums. 

This approach with existing housing is as 
urgent as any other to that end, for it is perfect- 


ly obvious that all the substandard buildings: 


cannot be demolished within a generation. The 
reason is that many people—perhaps the lowest- 
income one-fifth—cannot pay even the rents 
charged in public housing. Until that distant 
day when construction costs are much lower, 
they will have to occupy old buildings. 


That prospect is not necessarily dismal. With 
comparatively moderate repairs and improve- 


ments, many of the oldest buildings will be good 


for another century. Many of them are architec- 


turally beautiful. Many are cool in the summer 
and could be made easy to heat in the winter. 

Once enough public demand is exerted through 
the city government, in fact, we see no reason 
why redevelopment corporations should not ac- 
quire whole blocks, improve the interiors, tear 
down the senseless back fences and open up 
greereommons and recreation space. Here, in- 
deed, is a golden chance for really low-cost 
housing in keeping with human decency and 
with the community’s self-interest. 

Attainable though that bright dream is, never- 
theless, it is probably fortunate that the shortage 
of remodeling materials and plumbing and heat- 
ing equipment will prevent any serious enforce- 
ment of the Nichols ordinance for two, three or 
five years. This is fortunate because its full 
working,*in the absence of anything resembling 
a master city plan with the force of law, would 
actually block more ambitious redevelopment 
projects. 

The Olive-Market-Fourteenth-Grand area, for 
example, is proposed for clearing and rebuilding. 
But if a great deal of money is spent on its ex- 
isting structures, the cost of buying out all that 
unamortized investment after a few years would 
increase costs and rents in the brave new project. 

Proposing such an ordinance, therefore, only 
emphasizes again that St. Louis urgently needs 
to fix on at least the broader outlines of a gen- 
eral plan for its future physical development. 
Which areas shall be rehabilitated under force 
of law? Which shall be held instead for new 
parks, schools, superhighways and for new pub- 
lic and private housing? What, where, how 
much, how soon? 

No less urgent than the acute municipal rev- 
enue problem, there is the problem of ends to 
which revenue shall work. Indeed, they are 
two sides of the same problem, and only an ar- 
bitrary stroke of intellectual violence could pre- 
tend to separate them. 
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Possibilities of Popcorn Bread 

A Chicago baking firm will make popcorn 
bread to save wheat for needy Europe. That is 
sufficient excuse for anything, even a loaf of 
popcorn, but what happens to this vol read 
when it’s toasted? It might brown, t then it 
might burst. And if it’s put in one of these 
toasting contraptions that throws a crisp crust 
at the housewife’s head, should she stand back 
20 paces or just duck? Anyhow, if popcorn 
bread saves wheat, notwithstanding its explosive 
possibilities, it’s still a popping good idea. 
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Economic panic is predicted if price controls 
end too sgon. In other words, Keep OPA and 
avoid WPA. 
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City Income Tax Reprisals 

The possibility of reprisals by neighboring 
communities is something for the Aldermen to 
consider in their deliberations on Mayor Kauf- 
mann’s proposal for a city income tax. Re- 
prisals are not pretty, but talk of them is to 
be expected when one city moves to tax the 
residents of another. So Mayor Connors and the 
East St. Louis City Council assert they will im- 
pose a similar tax if the plan is adopted, and 
county suburbs are also discussing retaliation. 

A case can be made in principle for taxing 
non-residents who benefit from St. Louis serv- 
ices without any direct payment. However, as 
county Mayors promptly point out, those non- 
residents are good St. Louis customers, and make 
extensive indirect contributions to the city's 
support, Actually, of course, all the cities con- 
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cerned are one great community, and a tax 
scramble will damage all of them, But political 
integration is far distant, if it is ever attained, 
and the city income tax plan certainly brings 
it no nearer. 

Reprisal threats like these were heard in 1934 
and 1937, when the same tax idea was pro- 
posed, and had something to do with its aban- 
donment. Perhaps the Mayor can prove that 
the tax is the only way out of the city’s fiscal 
crisis, and retaliations must be disregarded. But 
until that is proved, the stirring up of ill will 
among our neighbors cannot be overlooked. 
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Set Aside the Wheat 


President Truman's suggestion that it would 
be a good thing if Americans went on a “Euro- 
pean diet” two days a week at least recognizes 
that we are able to share our ample tables with 
people who are stafving abroad. Then why 
does the President hesitate to set aside for for- 
eign relief 25 per cent of wheat arriving at 
American mills, as Fiorello LaGuardia, Director 
General of UNRRA, has demanded? 

Herbert Lehman, his predecessor in the 
UNRRA post, has raised his voice in support of 
Mr. LaGuardia’s demand. He disposed of the 
pious hope for “voluntary rationing” by an 
earnest appeal to common sense. 

“Once the wheat gets on the store shelves in 
the form of bread,” he said, “it does not make 
much difference whether we decide to buy an 
extra loaf or not.” The result is the same: con- 
tinued starvation abroad. 

If it takes rationing here to stop starvation 
abroad, let's have it. And that goes for meat, 
too. Meat supplies now are below wartime ra- 
tioning levels. Mr. Lehman’s appeal for an im- 
mediate return of rationing in this country has 
the force of American generosity behind it. 

That generosity is ill-represented by the fruit- 
less deliberations of the Senate Small Business 
Committee, “seeking ways of meeting famine 
relief quotas for overseas without impairing the 
nation’s flour supply.” Of course, sharing our 
wheat will cut our own supplies, and representa- 
tives of the baking industry do not like this; 
it hurts their business. 

It hurts America’s much more important in- 
ternational business, however, for the Admin- 
istration to pander to self-interest groups while 
starvation continues. 
sion this sort of thing creates abroad can be 
judged by the fact that a package containing 
sugar, butter and white bread was received the 
other day by Mrs. Olga Bergquist of Randolph. 
Mass., from her sisters in Sweden who had 
heard about American “food shortages.” 

This is a grim irony in the face of the UNRRA 
report that 4,000,000 Chinese men, women and 
children will starve to death unless there is a 
rapid improvement in the food situation in their 
country. Europe is not much better off. These 
people will learn the truth about American “food 
shortages” eventually. You cannot withhold 
bread from starving men and expect them to 
love you. 
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While it’s argued whether rodent control shall 
be under the Health Division or a separate divi- 
sion, the rats go right on with their multiplica- 
tion. 
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Tribute to Comradeship 

Naval Capt. John Ford is using the $250,000 
he earned as director of the movie, “They Were 
Expendable,” to supply a recreational estate in 
California for 200 men with whom he served in 
the Pacific. If this seems an expensive tribute 
to comradeship, many another veteran will wish 
he could afford a similar gesture. 

Sometimes, in the confined monotony of war, 
men swear at each other and long to see a new 
face. More often, mutual consideration is ex- 
alted by the elemental issues which they meet 
together, and sometimes they risk their lives one 
for another. When it is all over, they do not 
forget. They are the closest fraternity. 
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“St. Louis stands at the crossroads,” the Mayor 
says. So the strategy of the local “Operation 
Crossroads” is an operation on the citizen's pock- 
etbook. 
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_ Rhetoric and Reality in Tokyo 

An example of uncalled-for rudeness, which 
twists international co-operation into ill will, 
came from the Allied Council in Tokyo vester- 
day. It came specifically from Gen. MacArthur 
and his deputy, Gen, Whitney, whose sharp 
statements to the Council reduced MacArthur's 
fine welcoming speech of two weeks ago to 
rhetoric or hypocrisy, or both. 

MacArthur said then, “I welcome you in the 
earnest anticipation that your deliberations shall 
be governed by good wHl.” Yesterday, he told 
the Council that it was “exclusively advisory” 
and had no power to review his past actions. In 
other words, “Shut up.” 

MacArthur said two weeks ago that the four 
powers in the Council should avoid “cynical 
criticism of motive.” Yesterday, in attacking 
Russia’s request for information on the purging 
of jingoist Japanese, Gen. Whitney raised the 
point of whether Russia’s request was “in good 
faith or not.” That.is, Why trust the Russians? 

MacArthur also had said that success of the 
occupation “is dependent upon elimination from 
international relations of suspicion.” Gen. Whit- 
ney ‘told the Russians, though, that their ques- 
tioning “is a warning that success of the occu- 
pation is threatened.” In short, if suspicion is 
bad, let’s be suspicious, anyway. 

Yet the Russians raised a reasonable question. 
The recent Japanese elections, upon which Mac- 
Arthur insisted despite Soviet and New Zealand 
objections, resulted in victory for the reaction- 
ary Japanese Old Guard. Even the Japanese 
papers are worried about it. If the Tokyo press 
can raise the possibility that the elections were 
held too soon, why can’t the Russians? 

The Soviet Councilman, Gen, Derevyanko, said 
yesterday that he hadn’t thought he was threat- 
ening success of the occupation, and “I think 
there has been some misunderstanding.” No 
doubt there was. It was provoked by the high- 
handed attitude of Gen. MacArthur, who only 
two weeks ago was urging the Council to avoid 
“sowing seeds of disunity.”

Social Invention and the Atom

New plan for international control of atomic research is “anti-sui- 
cide pact,” State Department consultant says; it answers challenge 
of bomb to man’s social ingenuity; would harness nuclear science to

From an Address by David E. Lilienthal, Chairman, Consultant on Atomic 


Energy, at the New York Herald Tribune High School Forum 


“The World We Want”’—which is the 
theme of this Herald Tribune Forum—is 
likewise the theme of thoughtful and wor- 
ried discussions that, at this moment, are 
also going on all over the world in millions 
of homes, at corner drug stores, in facto- 
ries, in churches—and in many anxious 
Government conferences. At every one of 
these meetings, and dominating the discus- 
sions, is a new world figure: the Atom 
Bomb. 


It is necessary that we all understand 
this one fact: We cannot have this World 
We Want-—a world that you or I or any- 
one wants—-if we have atomic warfare. 

Well, is there anything we can do about 
it? Of course there is. And the first step 
is to understand that we cannot wish our- 
selves out of this situation. We now have 
a job of social invention ahead of us, to 
match the invention of the scientists. 

Atomic energy has two aspects. One 
spells destruction—the sudden release from 
a bomb of incredible amounts of energy. 
The other aspect is as beneficial and 
humanitarian in its potentialities as the 
bomb is terrible in its human consequences, 


“Vast Benefits May Flow” 


From atomic energy vast benefits to man- 
This series of discoveries 
opens up new and hopeful avenues of re- 
search in the control of cancer and other 
disease, in chemistry, in biology, in indus- 
try. Atemic energy also creates a new source 
of power and heat that if properly devel- 
oped can, in the course of the years, open 
the door of opportunity to millions now bur- 
dened sorely with drudgery and poverty. 
And so I say, this invention—to use a 
somewhat inaccurate but expressive term 
—this physical invention challenges and 
indeed requires the people of the world to 
fashion social devices whereby atomic en- 
ergy will be so developed and controlled 
as to eliminate its use for death and de- 
struction, and yet yield its benefits to man. 
We are all familiar with what I have 
been describing as social inventions—that 
is, devices men have painfully worked out 
to enable them to live together harmonious- 
ly. All kinds of illustrations will occur to 
you—some simple, such as the idea of a zon- 
ing ordinance or a stop-and-go traffic sig- 
nal. Others are more complicated or more 
profound, such as a Bill of Rights. 


Essentials of Atomic Plan 


Physical discoveries can be made by a 
few men. But social invention—new ways 
of getting along together—if they are to 
be effective, must be understood by peo- 
ple generally and acceptable to them. 


Such a proposed invention is now before 
the country, a specific plan for the inter- 
national control and international develop- 
ment of atomic energy. The report em- 
bodying this proposal was developed unan- 
imously by a group acting as a Department 
of State Board of Consultants, 


You might call the report and the plan 
an anti-suicide pact. Here are the essen- 
tials of the plan we propose: 

An international agency would be cre- 
ated under United Nations, We suggested 
it be called Atomic Development Author- 
ity. It would be the only organization in 
the world that could lawfully carry. on 
those things about atomic energy that are 
dangerous. 


There are two such dangerous steps: 


(1) Mining or refining uranium and 
thorium—bear in mind that these are the 
only materials that can be made into 
atomic bombs. Only the world agency 
would own and operate such mines. 

(2) Making that uranium and thorium 
into the new element plutonium and a kind 
of uranium called Uranium 235. This pro- 
cess is dangerous because those fission- 
able materials can be used for useful peace- 
ful purposes, but the same materials could 
also be used for bombs. We now own such 
dangerous plants at Oak Ridge and Han- 
ford. Others would be built in various parts 
of the world, but all would come under the 
exclusive control of the world agency. 


Safe Use of Nuclear Power 


But our Board of Consultants found sev- 
erat things about atomic energy that are 
safe—like radioactive materials useful for 
science—or that the world agency could 
make safe. The plan provides that these 
can be licensed by the Atomic Develop- 
ment Authority for use anywhere in the 
world. In its own plants the Atomic De- 
velopment Authority could produce this de- 
natured—and therefore safe—materia! that 
cannot be effectively used for atomic bombs, 
but can be used quite safely by industry for 
power, heat and so on. 

So here is a proposal for an international 
undertaking to promote the peaceful uses 
of atomic energy, and at the same time 
protect us from destructive misuse. 

Now, if a scientific proposal had the 
measure of technical approval this plan 
has already received, it would proceed to 
testing at once. But a social invention such 
as a plan to control atomic energy must 
undergo a far more grueling test. 


It must be tested by public discussion, 
tested not merely by our experts, not mere- 
ly by heads of state or by the members 
of our Congress or the General Assembly 
of the UN. It must be tested by discus- 
sion around every family table, in every 
forum in America—and beyond the seas. 


Rising Distrust of Science 


One of the consequences of the atomic 
bomb has been a rising tide of antagonism 
to science. Again we hear it said that 
science is the cause of our trowbles. But 
this is not antagonism to science, but to 
man. For man is an inquiring creature. We 
need to remember that science, when de- 
voted to man’s welfare, has brought him 
great benefits. . 

A-simple illustration is to be found in 
the Tennessee Valley. A few miles from 
where I live is Norris Dam. The TVA’s en- 
gineers and skilled men who designed and 
built that dam used technical knowledge 
to do it. That knowledge controls floods 
that in years past have caused great human 
sufferfng. Turbines now produce electrici- 
ty out of waters that once drowned men 
and destroyed their homes. 

What I am saying by this illustration 
from our valley is this: whether science

Good Advice for St. Louis 
In a Fine Book on Housing 


“Breaking the Building Blockade,” by Robert Lasch, 

(University of Chicago Press, Chicago.) 

Robert Lasch’s excursion from Chicago 
Sun editorial writing into the housing prob- 
lem was time well invested. The product 
is factually solid. Much better than the 
“professionals” on the subject, moreover, he 
has winnowed facts down to essentials and 
used them boldly and imaginatively. 

The author reasonably finds his subject 
one on which patience is no longer vir- 
tuous. His indictment, however, is beauti- 
fully impartial, covering not only the many- 
sided industry itself but also the public 
apathy which equally tolerates vicious 
building codes and the planlessness of ur- 
ban grewth that leaves slums behind. 

A chapter of particular St. Louis in- 
terest discusses the assembly of land for 
clearapce and redevelopment—the Market- 
to-Olive strip, for example. Mr. Lasch right- 
ly rejects the furious idealism which would 
refuse to “bail out” present owners, for 
that would mean no rebuilding. It is the 
people's duty, rather, to pay for the old 
civic laxness and then to start afresh, re- 
solved not to repeat the old mistakes, 

* . * 

The form of payment will undoubtedly 
be an absorption by the city (with Federal 
aid, if the Wagner-Ellender-Taft proposal 
passes) of the difference between what the 
land costs and what it is actually worth 
for redevelopment. The question then 
arises whether to resell it to redevelopers 
or to put them under long-term lease. 

Mr. Lasch favors leasing. It gives the city 
a surer control against subsequent unde- 
sirable use. It gives taxpayers the advan- 
tage of the city’s cheap borrowing rate. It 
also gives them the chance to collect the 
appreciation of value made possible by their 
original subsidy outlay. Surely this course 
is so attractive that St. Louis should ex- 
amine it exhaustively before committing it- 
self to any other. 

On public housing, Mr. Lasch is no fanat- 
ic, but he does understand that it is an In- 
dispensable large part of slum clearance. 
Could private enterprise do the same job? 
It never has. When real estate men say 
they will do it, it always turns out “to in- 
volve some kind of public subsidy, and 
often two or three subsidies.”

With a solid analysis of actual experi- 
ence, Mr. Lasch shows that private opera- 
tors could not touch public housing rents 
even with extreme subsidies. (Supporting 
that conclusion, analysis has shown that 
the St. Louis Real Estate Exchange's “slum 
clearance” scheme could not approach the 
Housing Authority’s average rent even if 
the land were given outright.) : 

Because it is largely based on the studies 
which underlie the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
long-run housing bill, the book provides a- 
timely commentary on the current congres- 
sional debate. It was written before the 
Wyatt emergency program, but will also 
help to show why it is shaped the way it is.

‘*Florida Under Five Flags,”’ by Rembert W. Patrick, 
(University of Florida Press, Gainesville, Fis.)

ERTAIN Eastern European governments are violating the United 
That document begins with the statement that 
“we the peoples of the United Nations determined 


to re- 


affirm faith in fundamental human rights and in the dignity and 


worth of the human person,’ etc 


For almost a thousand years, 
such rights and such dignity and 
worth have been understood to in- 
clude two basic principles. 


One is the right of asylum. Ac-|: 


cording to this right, no human 
being who has escaped from a po- 
litical regime of which he does 
not approve can properly be hand- 
ed back to such a regime. 

Without this right, France would 
now be returning escaped Spanish 
Republicans to Francisco Franco 
for slaughter. Uruguay would be 
shipping escaped Argentine demo- 
crats to President Peron for tor- 
ture. 

Going back further, Switzerland 
would have turned over to the 
Czarist police a refugee conspira- 
tor called Viadimir Lenin—in 
which case there would perhaps 
have been no Soviet Union. 


The Right to Leave Home. 


The second right is that of the 
human individual to sever connec- 


tion with any regime or govern- 
ment that is hateful to him and 
to betake himself into any other 
hospitable area. 

This right is a cornerstone of 
the thousand-year fight against 
tyranny. It was present in the 
so-called Burgundian refusal to be 
separated from the French crown, 
in 1526. 

Jefferson wrote it into the Dec- 
laration of Independence and, in- 
directly, into the Bill of Rights. 
Tom Paine immortalized the same 
principle in “The Rights of Man.” 

Without this principle, there 
would be no United States and 
no French Republic. 

Deprive individuals of the two 
rights and you justify Adolf Hit- 
ler and Benito Mussolini. WNazi- 
Fascist totalitarianism stood or 
felf upon the alleged right of the 
state as supreme juggernaut to 
dispose of the citizens. 

Therefore, in refusing to hand 
back hundreds of thousands of so- 
called displaced persons to gov- 
ernments they dislike, the demo- 
cratic leaders are upholding the 
UN Charter. 


Russians Don’t Agree. 


The character of the present So- 
viet, Polish or Yugoslav govern- 
ments has nothing to do with the 
argument. Wrong—according to 
Western tenets—would be to re- 
turn any individual guiltless of 
crime to any government which 
he dislikes, regardless of the na- 
ture of that government. 

The Soviet Union has never 
shared this view. It has always 
upheld the omnipotence of the 
state. 

What seems disheartening is 
that the Polish and Czech govern- 


ments, which claim to be demo-/ 
cratic, should be callously violat- 
ing democratic principles in their 
treatment of refugees. 


The Polish Government has al- 
legedly handed over to Russia 
citizens of annexed Polish terri- 
tories who did not wish to return 
to their homes. 

A news item from Nuernberg 
runs: “Czechoslovakia has yielded 
to Russian demands for the re- 
patriation of 40,000 refugees from 
the former Carpatho- Ukraine 
(ceded to Russia) now sheltering 
in Czechoslovakia.” 


Visit of a Polish Jurist. 


The Polish jurist Winiewicz ar- 
gues that “relations between a na- 


tional and his state are based on 
public law’—implying that a law- 
giver can compel an individual to 
accept a hated nationality. or to 
change nationality against his 
will, 


Perhaps such contagious spread 
of Soviet conceptions to Soviet 
puppets is inevitapnle. It is clearly 
against the principles of the UN 
Charter and of fundamental de- 
mocracy 


It would, however, be a grave 
mistake to believe that because 
members of the satellite govern- 
ments in Eastern Europe are fall- 
ing for totalitarianism, their 
peoples are following them. Just 
the contrary is true. Democratic 
principles have grown stronger in 
these satellite peoples. 

Against Winiewicz we can set 
the (1941) democratic utterance of 
the great Polish poet Slonimski: 
“The aim of this war must be con- 
cern for the individual.” 


A Repeated Spectacle. 


As for the Czechs, we can trust 
the people who produced the 
greatest humanist and democrat 
of modern times, Thomas Masa- 
ryk, to judge properly any of their 
elected servants who, under for- 
eign pressure, violate fundamen- 
tal democratic ethics, 

Poles and Czechs who urge 
treating refugee human beings 
like dumb driven cattle do not 
speak for their own peoples. 
Sooner or later, they are going to 
be repudiated. 

Now as when Tom Paine first 
wrote the immortal “Rights of 
Man,” “we see all over Europe 
the curious spectacle of a nation 
looking one way and a government 
the other.” 

In the long run, the nation, not 
the government, will win. In the 
long run, the fundamental human 
rights and the dignity and worth 


of the human person will not be 
denied.

NATIONAL HEALTH BILL 


8 St. Louisans in Group ‘Tak- 
ing Exception to A. M.A. 
Stand.

WASHINGTON, April 18—Siz- 
ty-six physicians who are mem- 
bers of the American Medical As- 
sociation, including eight St. 
Louisans, today took sharp ez- 
ception to the A.M.A.’s opposition 
to the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
National health bill which the 
Senate committee on education 


and labor is considering. 

The St. Louisans are Drs. Bor- 
den S. Veeder, former president 
of the American Pediatric Bocie- 
ty, Hugh McCulloch, George Sas- 
low, Elmer Richman, Edwin F., 
Price Jr., Richard M. Peters, 
John V. Lawrence and Edwin F, 
Gildea. 

Among the distinguished na- 
tional group also were Dr. George 
R. Minot of Boston, Nobel prize 
winner; Dr. Thomas Addis of 
San Francisco, prominent medical 
professor at the Stanford Uni- 
versity Medical School; Dr. 
George W. McCoy of New Or- 
leans, ‘nationally known for his 
work on control of infectious dis- 
eases, and Dr. Edwards A. Park 
of Baltimore, pediatrics professor 
at Johns Hopkins University. 

In a telegram to Dr. Channing 
Frothingham, chairman of th¢ 
committee for the nation’s health 
the group said: 

“We believe from tavailable ex 
perience that voluntary health im 
surance plans will be too costly t¢ 
give satisfactory medical services 
for the urgent needs of the Ameri 
can people. Therefore, we favor 4 
national health program financed 
by compulsory insurance and de 
livered by decentralized adminis 
tration with utilization also oj 
voluntary medical care plans 
meeting approved standards. 

“Free choice of physicians by 
patients and complete professional 
freedom for the doctors must bi 
insisted on.”

Gen. Bradley’s Progress on His Vast Job 


L authors of that victory, Gen, 
Government agency that oversees 
veterans, 

When Gen. Bradley was drafted 
by President Truman to be head 
of the Veterans’ Administration, 
he could hardly have realized what 
was ahead of him. The job is so 
big, it is hard to grasp. 


In July, 1945, there were 2,680,- 
000 veterans of World War II. The 
figure for the end of March of 
this year was 11,310,000. When 
the veterans of other wars are in- 
cluded, the total is 15,296,000. That 
is a large chunk of the population. 
If you include families, with an 
average of four to a family, you 
get something close to half of all 
the people in this country. 


Inheriting a worn-out, over- 
worked and hidebound organiza- 
tion, Bradley is beginning to make 
progress. At least, he’s beginning 
to see the light over the mountain 
of official documents and papers. 


Results of Hard Work. 


That progress has come out of 
hard, unremitting toil; out of 
ceaseless, patient effort 14 or 15 
hours a day. With the country in 
the midst of a growing boom, 
there have been obstacles that 
seemed at times insurmountable. 

The paper work connected with 
pension claims, veterans’ insur- 
ance and education under the GI 
Bill of Rights has doubled and 
tripled from week to week. There 
was a big backlog when Bradley 
took over, 


To get this moving so that it 
would be current meant more of- 
fice space. It meant going into 
cities that were regional head- 
quarters for the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration to try to find thousands 
of square feet of office space. It 
meant trying to hire hundreds of 
additional clerks in a boom mar- 
- ket. 

Slowly but surely, the waiting 
list is being cut down. In Febru- 
ary, for example, 660,899 disability 
or compensation cases growing 
out of World War II were pend- 
ing. By the end of March, these 
had been reduced to 554,917 


Increase in Insurance. 


Mere figures hardly convey the 
picture, it snowballs so rapidly. 
A year ago, there were only a few 
hundred thousand veterans pay- 
ing premiums. on the insurance 
they took out during the war. To- 
day the figure is around 2,000,000. 
This means 2,000,000 letters a 
month, many of them without the 
necessary information, many of 
the.n without a proper address. 

One special problem is causing 
Bradley a lot of worry just now. 
Months ago, a program of hospital 
construction was blueprinted. It 
provided for building 75 hospitals 
in a program that would enable 
the Veterans’ Administration to 
stay up with its case load through

1950. Congress in due course ap- 
propriated the money, specifying 
a fixed amount for each of the 
hospitals. 

Not long ago, the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration called for bids on two 
of those hospitals. In each in- 
stance, letters were sent to about 
200 contractors who would pre- 
sumably be interested in bidding. 


Bidders Hard to Get. 


For the proposed hospital at 
Grand Junction, Colo., three bids 
came in. They were nearly 100 
per cent over the cost allowed by 
Congress. On the other hospital, 
at Providence, R.I., one bid was 
received; it was about 60 per cent 
above the cost allowed in the ap- 
propriation. 

That, of course, reflects the 
boom. Contractors simply aren’t 
interested in Government construc- 
tion on a narrow margin of profit. 
They hope for a killing in a sell- 
ers’ market, 

This makes a new and very 
tough problem for Gen. Bradley. 
In effect, it means he cannot build 
any of the 75 bospitals because 
Congress has specified the exact 
amount to be spent on eath one. 
He must therefore go back to 
Congress to get new legislation, 
which is a lengthy and sometimes 
a painful process, 

There are other complications. 
Almost every Congressman wants 
a veterans’ hospital in his district. 
Too often, these Congressmen are 
thinking not of the veterans but 
of payrolls and patronage back 
home, It has been hard to resist 
the pressure. It has come from 
so many different sources. 

But there is progress. That is 
the encouraging thing.

of the board of the Standard Oil 
Co. (Indiana), said today in an 
address before the Rotary Club of 
St. Louis. 


“I do not believe there is a rea- 
sonable probability of atomic pow- 
er ever being used to run auto- 
mobiles, although no _ scientist 
would say such a thing was im- 
possible,” he added, “especially 
after noting the amazing achieve- 
ments of science during the war.” 

Practical application of atomic 
energy must be preceded by ex- 
pensive research and development 
and economics might never justi- 
fy the building of new plants to 
make the necessary raw materials, 
Dr. Wilson said, He conceded 
that it was quite possible the next 
10 years might see commercial ap- 
plications of atomic power in large 
units from raw materials made in 
plants already built. 

“In such large units,” he said, 
“the necessary control equipment 
and heavy protective devices, to 
shield operators from the various 
radiations, could probably be in- 
stalled without disproportionate 
cost.”

WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP) 
—Reviewing two years of effort 
toward world news freedom by 
the American Society of Newspa- 
per Editors, John 8S. Knight, soci- 
ety president, said today the soci- 
ety should continue to fight for 
“freedom of communications ev- 
erywhere.” 

Opening the society’s annual 
meeting, the publisher of the 
Knight newspapers said the goal

That group's 
leader is an old-style, nineteenth 
century Socialist, Titel Petrescu, 
who wants socialism without dic- 
tatorship. His party position is 
shaky, 

The opposition comprises the 
National Peasant party, the Na- 


4| tional Liberal party, and the So- 


cialist elements that are against 
the Government. 


Maniu Leads Peasants, 


The Peasants are led by Ro- 
mania’s biggest political figure of 
the era, the nationalist, 74-year- 
old fighter Iuliu Maniu, who says 
his party is “leftist with all that 
implies.” 

Octogenarian Constantin I. C. 
Bratianu leads the Liberals. He 
is the son of one of the party’s 
founders in the 1850's. The party, 
which has had more than 70 years 
of power in less than a century, 
has a conservative history to live 
down. 


The opposition wants, among 
other things, a truly free election. 
It wants a government based at 
least mainly on the showings of 
the elections, although it claims 
that any representation of the 
Communist and NDF parties 
be over-representation. 
They add that they are willing to 
make that concession as a ges- 
ture of friendship to Russia. 

Government Figures. 

The Government is headed by 
a landowner, Petru Groza, leader 
of the Plowmen’s Front who suc- 
ceeded to the premiership in 
March 1945. He is also a politi- 
cian and a former lawyer, and 
was Minister of Public Works 20 
years ago. He put his estate 
keeper, Romulus Zaroni, in , his 
Cabinet as Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Public Domains. 

Number two man in the Gov- 
ernment is a one-time Liberal, or- 
ganizer of the Carol dictatorship, 
Gheorghe Tatarescu. At the time 
of the Romanian about-face in 
1944, he was on the Allied war- 
criminal list. 

Tatarescu leads the dissident 
Liberal party—estimated strength 
near zero, but which nevertheless 
permits the Communists to claim 
that. the “real” Liberal party is 
represented in the Government. 

The outstanding figure behind 
the scenes is Mme. Anna Pauker, 
lifelong and fanatic Communist, 
humorously known as “the best 
man in Romania,” she helps the 
Soviet armistice administrators 
rule the country through her seat 
in the Communist party central 
committee. 


Sample Vote Taken. 


In municipal elections held se- 
cretly in two provinces in last 
months by the Government—ap- 
parently to determine the real 
opposition strength—the Peasant 
and Liberal ‘parties led by very 
wide margins, even in a mining 
town where the Communist or- 
ganization has worked the hard- 
est. The Socialists were a low 
third, and the Communist party 
almost lost out. Whether those 
two elections forecast the nation’s 
choice is a guess, but they can 
hardly be entirely misleading. 


The Communists have carried 
on a systematic propaganda cam- 
paign in past months to hold 
themselves up as the only group 
friendly with the Russians, and 
to charge all other parties with 
anti-Russian sentiments. This is 
not entirely untrue. But the

MAN ACQUITTED 
IN RUBBERY CASE 


Raymond Jones Is Or- 
dered Committed to an 
Institution. 


John Raymond Jones, a former 
convict who previously had been 
committed to the state hospital at 
Fulton, Mo., and released, was 
found not guilty of robbery by rea- 
son Of insanity yesterday by a jury 
in the court of Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert J. Aronson, 

Shortly after Jones was placed 
in the city jail to await transfer 
to an institution, he broke an 
electric light bulb in his cell and 
scratched his left wrist, apparent- 
ly in an effort to end his life, 
Warden E. E. Hensley reported.

Jones was re- 
leased from the Fulton hospital 
last October. He was identified in 
three robberies committed here 
since Dec. 10. 

He was tried on a charge of rob- 
bing the Katz Drug Co., Seventh 
and Locust streets, of $17 last 
Christmas Day. The other war- 
rants charged robberies at the Mc- 
Kinley Hotel, Twelfth and Delmar 
boulevard, on Dec. 10, when $393 
was taken, and at a restaurant at 
1509 Market street, where $12 was 
taken on New Year’s Day. He was 
arrested as he fled from the latter 
place.

Great Sport 


Fishing in Missouri's 
Clear, Cold Streams

By Leonard Hall 


GUESS that if you added up all of the out- 

] door pastimes, you would find that the sum 

total of fishermen would just about equal the 

sum total of those participating in all of the oth- 

ers put together. 

Fishing for sport— 

as well as fishing 

for food—must be 

nearly as old as 

mankind, Even the 

highest branch of 

the sport, which I 

consider to be fly 

fishing, is so old 

that you can find 

references to the 

feathered lure in 

the works of at 

least one early 

Greek poet. Rather 

oddly, the oldest 

book:-on fishing in 

the English lan- 

guage, “A Treatyse on Fysshynge With an An- 

gie,” was written by a woman—Dame Juliana 

Bernes, who was Prioress of a Nunnery in Hert- 

fordshire, along in the late 1300s. The leaves of 

Izaak Walton’s “Compleat Angler” have remained 

green throughout the years for literary mem- 

bers of the fishing fraternity, and there is a 

story that Sir Walter Scott found the lost manu- 

script of one of his greatest novels, which other- 

wise might never have been published, one day 

while searching for a Red Hackle which had dis- 
appeared from his fishing kit. 
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ONE REASON for the universal appeal of this 
sport is truly given in the subtitle of Walton’s 
classic: “The Contemplative Man’s Recreation.” 
Certainly there is no other form of outdoor rec- 
reation through which one may more completely 
shed the cares of the day and let his mind 
flow along in a peaceful and introspective mood. 
Nor is there any sport which can be pursued in 
a more various manner. There are, for example, 
the old men who have sat for centuries along 
the banks of the River Seine and other quiet 
streams in France, smoking their short pipes 
and watching intently for the nibble that almost 
never comes. There are the salt-water fisher- 
men who explore the reefs and banks along our 
sea coasts, searching for finny warriors of gigan- 
“tic size to be taken on their light tackle. There 
are the famous salmon streams in Canada; al- 
though these, by and large, may be out of reach 
of the average man. There are drainage ditches 
in the deep South where Negro mammies sit con- 
tentedly in the sun with their cane poles, waiting 
patiently for a catfish for Sunday’s dinner. 
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IN BETWEEN these streams are a hundred 
other kinds of fishing. Some of us like to take 
a pole and line with a cork bobber and fish in 
the farm pond or nearby creek for sunfish, 
bullheads or other smal] species. Some like a 
throw-line, trot-line or bank-line for bigger 


quarry such as catfish, drum, carp or buffalo. 
Others prefer a rowboat, drifting in the shade 
along the bank of some lake or backwater, find- 
ing the depth at which the crappie are biting. 
Plenty of us enjoy fly fishing with light tackle 
for rainbow trout in the stocked areas such as 
Montauk, Meramec and Bennett Springs. But I 
will venture that Missouri is most noted, not only 
among fishermen here at home but among sports- 
men throughout the nation, for the small-mouth 
and large-mouth bass of our Ozark rivers—and 
most of these bass are taken on bait-casting 
tackle or on the flyrod. 
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DURING RECENT WEEKS a great many in- 
quiries have come in to Possum Trot asking for 
information about where and how to go fishing 
in Missouri. These letters are from folks who 
have recently moved into our state, from veterans 
back from the war who may not have been fish- 
ermen when they left but are now interested in 
outdoor recreation, and from novices who are 
taking up the sport for the first time. It would 
employ the full time of at least two writers of 
a Possum Trot column to answer all these letters 
in detail and so, with Missouri’s bass season 
only a few weeks away, it seemed a good thing 
to me to try to cover the Missouri bass-fishing 
situation in a way which might be helpful to 
anyone who is a newcomer at the sport.

IN THESE COLUMNS on bass fishing I will 
try to tell where and how to go, a few of the 
places to stay, what to take along in the way of 
fishing tackle and camp gear and some methods 
which I have found successful in taking bass 
in Missouri over the past 30 6years. I must 
state in the beginning, for the benefit of resort 
owners, guides and owners of private fishing 
lakes, that no attempt can possibly be made to 
list all of these—for I simply don’t know them 
all. Many an experienced fisherman will find 
that I have left out his favorite fishing spots 


and perhaps will be glad of this, for it will cut: 


down on the competition. What-I am going to 
talk about is the bass fishing that I know—and 
from this the newcomer or the novice may gain 
some information which will save him time and 
possible disappointment. 
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IN MY OPINION the fast, cold, clear-water 
streams of the Ozarks offer most to the real 
sportsman when it comes to bass fishing, even 
though they may not always offer the largest 
strings of bass or may require a little extra skill 
in order to make a sdtisfactory catch. Long ago 
I learned that the really deep pleasures which 
come from hunting and fishing are not realized 
through the securing of bag limits on every expe- 
dition, but through the sheer satisfaction of being 
out in the open, learning to appreciate nature in 
all of her various aspects and in acquiring the 
skill which finally enables you to outwit that 
wily old bass*which lives in that certain deep 
poo] down below the mouth of Grassy creek or 
any other you may want to name. 

Most of the good bass. fishing in Missouri today, 
except for certain lakes, reservoirs and a few 
creeks lies south of the Missouri river in the 
great Ozark country In this area are two

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THE ANCIENTS TRIED, as do the moderns, to legislate 
against gambling. Rome forbade it. They called it “effeminate 
and unmanly.” . England clamped down in the 1300s because 
it interfered with archery practice for public defen In 
the Eighteenth Century, gambling flourished despite laws 
passed to restrict rather than abolish it Weekends in Britain 
found coffee houses and social clubs crowded. The city of Bath, 
England, became a forerunner of French Lick and Saratoga 
in the U. S. A. . . The Earl of Sunderland betrayed state 
secrets to France to straighten his gambling table losses... . 
Britain finally had to pass a sort of national prohibition act 
against gambling in 1845, because the vice became 2 national 
menace, All gambling debts were cancelled, a thing a lot of 
birds would probably like to have happen right now in the 
I. O. U. 8. A. 
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YOUR CHANCE of getting a straight flush in poker is one 
in 62,000; four of a kind, one in 4000; full house, one in 600... .

URRENT CROP of jazz records includes two worthwhile 
C ones by Charlie Venturo’s Quartet on the Black and White 

label. They are well recorded and pressed—two qualities 
missing from most jazz records these days. Tunes, all Ven- 
turo originals, are “Out You Go,” a moody tenor solo by Ven- 
turo; “C. V. Jump,” which smacks of “Sweet Georgia Brown” 
and features nice unison riffing by Venturo and Trumpet Buck 
Clayton; “Let’s Jump for Rita” (Heyworth?), excellent, with 
unaffected horn by Clayton and neat Bill Rowland piano; 
“Tammy's Dream,” with Venturo continuing to sound a lot 
Mke Ben Webster. Vic Dickenson’s trombone and Howard 
McGhee’s trumpet come off nicely on “Night and Day,” a 
Black and White side by Wilbert Baranco’s Rhythm Bom- 
bardiers (17 pieces). 
showcasing Willie Smith’s fluid alto sax. Four new DeLuxe 
sides by Benny Carter’s All-Star Band are handicapped by 
poor recording and pressing. Maxine Sullivan, long absent 
from wax, sings two of them, “Looking for a Boy” and “I’m 
in a Caring Mood.” Instrumentals are “Who's Sorry Now?”, 
featuring fair solos by Flip Phillips, Al Casey and Carter, on 
trumpet; “Some of These Days,” with an excellent st@t by 
Trombonist Trummy Young, others by Neal Hefti Don Byas, 
Sonny White, piano, and Carter, on alto 
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WOODY HERMAN’S BAND, disappointingly tense on re- 
cent records, strikes a fairly relaxed blues vein on ‘Panacea” 
(Columbia). The synonym for a cure-all becomes a girl's 
mame in this new one by Ralph Burns, Herman’s pianist- 
arranger, and Leonard Feather Woody’s vocal recalls some 
of his old blues for Decca and the more recent “Caldonia.” 
There’s a frantic ending, along with a good Bill Harris trom- 
bone bit. On ‘You’ve Got Me Crying Again,” Woody gets 
vocal assistance from the Blue Flames, who sing in tune for 
once. Roy Eldridge’s trumpet steals the show on his “Ain’t 
That a Shame’ and “All the Cats Join In” (Decca). Roy’s 
vocal on the first, Buster Harding’s on the second will mean 
little to future generations Nappy LaMare’s Levee Loungers, 
for Mercury do ‘Sometimesgl’m Nappy,” which has fair solos 
by Tenor Eddie Miller and Piano Stan Wrightsman. Nappy 
sings the flip “Blues for Fannie.* Columbia’s new Goodman 
Sextet album—titles and personne] mentioned here months 
ago—is coming up soon, Same firm will issue a Will Bradley 
album containing the hard-to-get “Down the Road a Piece.” 
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NOVELTIES: Ray McKinley’s band has fun on “Have 
Ya Got Any Gum, Chum?”, mostly singing, with instrumental 
portions sounding like Goodman. Flip is “We'll Gather Lilacs.” 
Also Majestic is Louis Prima’s “Pickle in the Middle (And 
the Mustard on Top),” the zany thing which Jack Benny’s 
writers cooked up. Yes, Prima sings. Reverse is “Come Rain 
or Come Shine.” Jan Garber’s modernized band, for Black 
and White, introduces “Doing What Comes Natur'lly,” another 
Irving Berlin tune from “Annie, Get Your Gun’ Garber’s 
version (with “The Gypsy”) needs laundrying for the ether. 
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Reverse, also good, is “Weeping Willie,” .

SNOW pudding can come just 
A about as nearly lifting one out 

of spring fever languor as any 
dessert. It can’t make one tired 
eating it, because it is so light and 
airy in texture and has such a re- 
freshing tart lemon flavor. Since 
it Is made with gelatine and un- 
molds beautifully, it is a shame 
not to take advantage of this par- 
ticular feature. It can be molded 
in a variety of shapes and sizes. 
Custard cups make good molds for 
individual servings and a small 
mixing bowl will make an attrac 
tive family-size mold. Of course 
if one has some pretty small or 
large molds that are bold and sim- 
ple in design, they will be atill 
prettier. A beautiful way to serve 
it is to unmold the puddings onto 
your handsomest flat shallow glass 
dish or deep glass plate that you 
have. Then flow a wide stream 
of the sauce spontaneously over 
the mold and around it. There 
should be enough sauce to cause 
the puddings to float up and bob 
around a little when removed to 
individual serving dishes. A few 
perfect strawberries or maraschino 
cherries tossed on top will add the 
lively color that makes the dessert 
sparkle. 

Green Pepper Salad, 


Wash one green pepper. Cut a 
slice from the stem end. Remove 
seeds and membrane. Soften a 
three-ounce package cream cheese, 
add one-fourth cup plumped rai- 
sins, one-eighth teaspoon grated 
orange rind and a dash of salt. 
Fill pepper cavity, packing it firm- 
ly. Chill several hours. Cut pep- 
per in thin crosswise slicés. Ar- 
range slices and orange sections 
of one orange on lettuce leaves 
and serve with following dress- 
ing. Four servings. 

Combine one and one-fourth 
cups mayonnaise with two table- 
spoons tart jelly, two tablespoons 
orange juice and a dash of salt. 
Blend and chill before serving. 


MENUS FOR FRIDAY. 

BREAKFAST: Stewed apricots, 
milk toast with bacon crumbled 
over top. 

LUNCHEON: Egg salad sand- 
wiches, green pepper salad, baked 
pear with cream, peanut butter 
cookies. 

DINNER: Lamb stew with bis- 
cuit topping (lamb, potatoes, car- 
rots, peas), butter turnips, ba- 
nana and date salad, snow pud- 
ding with custard sauce. 

Peanut Butter Cookies. 

Sift all-purpose flour, measure 
one and one-fourth cups and re- 
sift once with three-fourths tea- 
spoon baking powder. Cream one- 
fourth cu pmargarine and one- 
fourth cup margarine and one- 
cup granuated sugar and one-half 
cup brown sugar until soft and 
well blended, but not fluffy. Add 
one egg beaten slightly, add one- 
half cup peanut butter; mix thor- 
oughly, then add flour. Knead in 
the bowl only long enough to form 
a smooth dough. Divide into two 
parts and roll each part into a 
roll about. one inch in diameter 
and cut into inch pieces, To save 
time, one may place the pieces, 
cut side down and one inch apart, 
on ungreased cookie sheets, Press 
with the tip of a salad fork to 
form criss-crosses on top.

My Day _ -o..

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


WONDER if the troubles which 

are bedeviling the city admin- 

istration here are not the same 
type of troubles which everyone 
is having to meet in every city 
throughout our nation. 

I had so many letters condemn- 
ing the local administration be- 
cause garbage was not properly 
collected and the streets were 
dirty that I wrote to find out what 
conditions really are. This is 
what I find: 

“This has been a very trying 
winter for the department of san- 
itation. Their equipment is just 
about on its last legs. Automo- 
tive repairs are becoming more 
and more difficult as the equip- 
ment grows older. We are provid- 
ing funds for new equipment in 
the 1946-1947 budget, and this will 
relieve the problem to a great ex- 
tent. 
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“A LARGE PART of the refuse 
from Manhattan is loaded on 
barges and towed to Staten Island, 
where it is used for filling in a 
marsh area that will eventually 
become one of Staten Island’s 
largest, parks. After the fill is 
placed, it is covered with a two- 
foot layer of sand and good clean 
earth, to improve compaction, 
eliminate any possibility of light 
material blowing away, stifle 
odors, etc. 

“In good weather, this method 
of disposal has been very success- 
ful, but unfortunately this winter, 
between rough water in the lower 
bay and the harbor strike, opera- 
tion of the scows was greatly cur- 
tailed. It became necessary for 
the department of sanitation to 
haul this refuse in trucks for ex- 
cessive stances to points in 
Queens and the Bronx. Good 
equipment would have withstood 
this excessive wear, but the effect 


' on the old trucks was disastrous. 


The. department is now back on 
schedule and is up to date on 
Manhattan collections, although it 
required day and night operation 
to do this.”

IN ADDITION, I had almost 
violent letters because, during the 
tugboat strike, places of entertain- 


ment and buildings where busi- 
ness is carried on were closed for 
one day—Lincoln’s birthday. I in- 
quired about this also, and here 
is the answer I received: 

“The Mayor was forced into the 
closing of buildings in the city for 
a day by a recommendation of 
the Disaster Control Board, a city 
agency established to cope, with 
such problems. This was based 
to a great extent on the claims 
of the Health Commissioner that 
such a move was essential in or- 
der to protect the health of the 
community at a time when the oil 
reserves had reached a_ point 
where there was not enough to 
supply the city for another day. 
Fortunately, with a break in the 
weather and the help of the Navy 
tugs, it was possible to increase 
the supply of fuel during the day 
that the city was closed.”

THESE ARE the answers to 
local situations, but I cite them 
here because people are very apt 
to grow critical and excited when 
they know very little about a sit- 
uation, If they understood it bet- 
ter, they would see for themselves 
that it- had to be met in some 
way and that the authorities met 
it in the way which seemed best 
to them, 

I believe in constructive criti- 
cism, but I also believe in trying 
to find out the seasons why things 
are as they are. Blaming people 
without an understanding of what 
they are up against isn’t quite 
fair play.

One cup wild rice, two cups 
boiling water, one and one-fourth 
teaspoons aalt, five tablespoons 
butter or margarine, one cup 
chopped onion, one _ tablespoon 
chopped green pepper. 

Wash rice in. several waters. 
Place in top of double boiler. Pour 
over water and salt. Cover and 
steam one and one-half hours. Do 
not stir. Combine with rest of in- 
gredients and stuff cavity of bird. 


Honey-Lemon Beets 


Two cups cooked beets, two 
tablespoons lemon juice, one table- 
spoon honey or brown sugar, one 
teaspoon salt. 

To drained, diced beets, add 
other ingredients. Mix well and 
set in ice box for one hour be- 
fore serving. 


A Doctor Has to Keep Going’ 


And Marissa (Ill.) rayeeion Has Been at It Night and Day for 50 Years

MARISSA, Ill., April 17. 


HEN Tom Lee, editor of the 

Messenger, works late getting 

out the paper, he goes after 
midnight to Amos and Ruth’s eat- 
ing place across the way for a cup 
of coffee. Like as not he runs 
into Doc Hays there. The doctor 
chides him: “You’re working too 
late, Tom,” he says. “You can’t do 
that. It will make an old man of 
you before your time.” 

“Seems to me, Doc,” says Tom, 
“every time I come in here late at 
night I find you here.” 

“Oh, a doctor has to keep go- 
ing,” says Doc. 

For 50 years Dr. George R. Hays 
has kept doing, heedless of the 
fact that it was making and old 
man of him before his time, min- 
istering the livelong day and 
answering the calls that come in 
the night. Now, bending under 
the burden of the years, he is 
slowing his pace and taking an al- 
lowance of earned ease, but he 
keeps going nevertheless, heart- 
ened by the honors that have come 
to him from his neighbors on the 
fiftieth anniversary of his prac- 
tice. On that day they came to 
him bearing gifts and speaking 
words of appreciation and praise. 
He cherishes the gifts and even 
more he earries in his heart the 
remembrance of the kindly spoken 
words, 

The people of Marissa and the 
country round about have had the 
services of Dr. Hays because, on a 
summer day, a boy plowed for 
wheat on his father’s farm.; The 
day was hot and life to the boy 
seemed hard. He wished there 
was an easier way. Then along 
the road came the village doctor in 
his two-horse buggy, taking life 
easy, or so it seemed to the boy. 
Now that was something like, the 
boy said to himself. When he 
grew up he would be a doctor and 
go riding about behind a _ two- 
horse team. That would be better 
than plowing for wheat on a hot 
summer day. 

It wes not an idle resolve that 
the boy made as he plowed. When 
he was in high school he made 
his plans. He had an answer 
when his father asked him what 
he wanted to be when he was a 
man, “I want to be a doctor,” 
he said. His father said yes, that 
w a good profession. “You'll be 
of age in December,” he said. 
“Keep on working for me and I'll 
help you through.” It was de- 
cided that his definite project in 
carrying cut the compact would be 
the planting and harvesting of 20 
acres of wheat. 

In October, though, the boy’s 
father died, That put added re- 
sponsibility on George. His moth- 
er, though, wanted him to go on 
and study medicine. She told him 
that if he went ahead with the 
wheat she would share the crop 
with him, half and half the crop 
share was 200 bushels that he sold 
for $120. It was a beginning. He 
added to it by working during 
vacations while going to school in 
the winter. Once or twice it 
looked as if he would have to 
stay out of school for a year, but 
friends helped him out with loans, 
So, on March 19, 1896, he gradu- 
ated from Beaumont Medical Col- 
lege in St. Louis, practically 
broke and $1000 in debt. 

The young doctor began his 
practice at Oakdele, 18 miles from 
here, and stayed there nine years, 
coming here in 1905, and he has 
been here ever since, serving an 
area of 30 square miles. Both 
around Oakdale and around here 
the roads were the worst that any 
country could have, Always work- 
ing alone, for that is the way 
country doctors work, he made 
his rounds in a two-horse buggy, 
like the doctor who drove by 
when he was plowing for wheat, 
or by horseback when the roads 
were too bad for the buggy, or by 
walking where a horse couldn't 
go. It wasn’t the life of ease he 
thought it would be, for he was 
on the go day and night seven 
days a week, 

The pay was meager and a long 
time coming. Patients said they 
couldn’t pay right now but they 
would when they could. Not in- 
frequently when they could was 
several years after. And when it 
came it often was in the shape of 
farm produce or livestock. Like 
in one of his difficult O.B. cases. 
The people didn’t have any money 
but the man said he would settle 
when he could. Several years 
later the man came to settle. He 
had a team of mules, but another 
man had a mortgage on them. 
If Doc would pay off the mort- 
gage he could have the mules. 
They went to see the mortgage 
holder and arranged for payment 
of his claim, with the stipulation 
that the doctor would pay the 75- 
cent fee for release of the mort- 
gage. The doctor kept the mules 
a few months and then sold them 
and at last he had his fee. 

Often, too, payment was never 
made either in money or trade. 
The dagtor’s guess is the bills 
that were never paid would add 
up to $35,000 to $40,000, but he 
finds no fault. “A lot of my pa- 
tients couldn't pay,” he says sim- 
ply. In many cases he knew that 
he would not be paid but he an- 
swered every call. That, he says, 
is what a country doctor is sup- 
posed to do. That is his service 
to his generation. 

Sometimes his heart is glad- 
dened out of all proportion to 
the sum involved when, after 
many years, a former patient 
comes and makes a payment on a 
long-overdue obligation. It glad- 
dens him because it keeps alive 
his faith in the essential honesty 
of people. Just the other day a 
woman came to see him. She 
owed him quite a bill for services 
that began 20 years ago and on 
which no payment had been made 
for the past 10 years. She made 
a payment and promised to pay 
all that she owed as soon as she 
could. 

Dr. Hays has brought more than 
4500 babies into the world. He 
is grateful for what he calls the 
good luck that he had with the 
mothers and babies, losing few of

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them, although not in many cases 
in the earlier years did he have 
the benefit of hospital facilities. 
He knows hundreds of men and 
women who were his “babies,” 
and can cal] them by name. Some- 
times he sees a familiar face and 
can’t recall the name but he 
knows that- it is one of his 
“babies.” 

Dr. Hays calls 1918 the hardest 
of his years, for that was the year 
of the influenza epidemic. There 
were weeks, he says, fatigued at 
the mere recollection, when he 
never went to bed, snatching an 
hour’s sleep whenever he could 
without removing his clothes. 


For 39 years the doctor had his 
office upstairs over the bank, 
Then, a year ago, his son, Maj. 
Robert P. Hays, at home for a 
visit from his duties as chief sur- 
geon at a hospital in Japan, ob- 
serving with professional acumen 
that his father was in need of 
slowing down, said: “Dad, you’ve 
got to move down stairs.” The 
old country doctor pooh-poohed 
the idea that he couldn’t climb 
stairs like he used to, but he had 
to admit that it was kind of hard 
on some of his older patients. 
The major ended the argument by 
renting an office on the street 
level and his father regretfully 
moved. 

It was hard work for Dr. Hays 


during the war, when he was the 
only doctor in the town, but at 
least he had the benefit of auto- 
mobiles and good roads, It was 
back in the earty years when the 
hardships were greatest. 


Hardships, though, are the lot 
of a country doctor, and he 
doesn’t complain of them, for he 
has had no more than his ahare. 
For all of that, he looks back on 
his 50 years of service with satis- 
faction. “It has been a good av- 
erage life,” he says, “and I’ve en- 
joyed it. I feel that I have done 
some good. I have at least done 
all that I could. I only wish that 
I could have done more. In diffi- 
cult cases I have had to depend 
upon myself. I have sometimes 
made mistakes, but I have always 
tried to be honest. When I have 
met up with something’ that I 
didn’t understand I have never 
been backward about saying so. 
My only regret is that I can’t 
work to full capacity any more.” 
. His reward is that he has made 
many friends and that in the 
main the people have appreciated 
what he has done for them. Even 
though: it has been his lot to see 
people under the most difficult 
situations, he sums it up by say- 
ing that people are good. 

Something that his old materia 
medica teacher, Dr. W. G. Moore 
at Beaumont, used to say has 
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R. HAYS'S 50 YEAR§ OF MEDICAL SERVICE, 


guided him in his practice. “Now, 
boys,” the teacher would often 
say, “remember that nature will 
cure 90 per cent of your patients 
if you don’t kill them with medi- 
cine.” Dr. Hays thinks that was 
putting it pretty high, but he has 
ever been sparing in his use of 
medicines and willing for nature 
to.have its chance, 

Folks who have known the 
ministrations of Doc Hays say 
there is healing in his presence. 
For one thing, he is always cheer- 
ful. His “we'll get you’ through 
this” is better than medicine, 

When Dr. Hays was nearing his 
fiftieth anniversary he didn’t say 
anything about it, but the word 
got around somehow. His friend, 
Dr. B. M, Baird, told him to keep 
the date open for a little dinner. 
The little dinner turned out to be 
a big community banquet in his 
honor. The Lions Club worked 
it up and it. was held at the 
Lions Hall. He was hailed as 
the town’s most useful citizen. 
Bob, Lee, president of the club, 
presented him with a gold pin 
and an honorary life membership 
and Dr. Baird, on behalf of the 
club, presented an engraved Lon- 
giene medical wrist watch with 
a large sweep band, 

Dr. Hays gave regress for the 
honors and presents and for the 
greatest gift of all, the friendship 
of his neighbors. 


Contract 
Bridge

UALLY, it is a serious mis- 
stake for the defenders to per- 
mit the establishment of a long 

suit in dummy. At times, however, 
any other plan of defense is fue 
tile. Note today’s deal, 

Both sides vulnerable, 

East, dealer. 


West opened the heart king, and 
on sight of the dummy, with its 
formidable heart suit, proniptly 
shifted to a club. Dummy won, 
and the ace and another trump 
were played. East took the king 
and continued with a club. De- 
clarer discarded a second diamond, 
then led a diamond from dummy. 
East’s diamond ace was the only 
trick the defense could collect, and 
the contract was safe. 

In view of South’s bidding, 
which had announced at least six 
diamonds and five spades, the de- 
fenders should not have worried 
about establishing dummy’s hearts 
but should have kept leading that 
suit as the one chance to defeats 
the contract. Actually, continued 
heart leads would have made 
South’s problem insoluble, Let's 
follow the play: 

West, after winning with the 
heart king, leads a second heart, 
East puts up the ace and declarer 
must ruff (or concede four tricks 
very quickly), Now, whether de 
clarer knocks out the spade king 
or the diamond ace, he must soon 
lose control of the hand, Let us 
suppose he leads a spade to the ace 
and returns a spade. East wins 
and leads another heart. Again 
declarer must ruff, and now he is 
reduced to one trump. All East 
has to do is hold up his diamond 
ace for one round and South’s 
beautiful diamonds are immobil- 
ized. 

Thus, as has been shown, the 
very defense that would appall 
most East-Wests in actual play, 
namely, the immediate establish- 
ment of dummy’s heart suit, was 
the only defense that could defeat 
the contract,

WASHINGTON, April 18 (UP)

Byrnes has selected Senator Tom 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, and Sen- 
ator Arthur H. Vandenberg (Rep.)
